Posse Searching for Fugitives 
from Folsom Prison Runs 
Into an Ambush Near 
Placerville, Cal. 


THREE OFFICERS DEAD. 


One Wounded and Two Despera- 
does Hurt; Latter Hide in 
‘a Mine and Will Be 
Burned

Placerville, Cal., Aug. 1.—[Special.]~—The 
posse under Sheriff Bosquit of Eldorado 
county, which has been pursuing the escaped 
convicts from: the Folsogi prison, ran into 
an ambush prepared by the convicts late this 
afternoon. In the fight that ensued three 
members of the posse were killed, one was 
badly wounded, and another is missing. Two 
of the convicts, it is believed, were wounded. 

After the battle, which took place in a dense 
thicket, the convicts took refuge in the build- 
ings of the Grand Victory mine. With his 
reduced force the sheriff did not care to at- 
tempt to carry the place by storm, and after 
surrounding the buildings sent in a call for 
reinforcements. All the available men are 
being hurried to the spot and an attack will 
be made on the buildings in the morning. 
Part of the plan is to set fire to the structures 
and drive the convicts out. Then if they do 
not surrender they will be shot down as they 
emerge from the building. 


Sheriff’s Son Among Dead. 

The battle between the sheriff's forces and 
the desperadoes took place in a rough coun-: 
try near Cool, which is four miles from this 
place. It is known thet Dallas Bosquit, a 
son of the sheriff, and a man named Dill, a 
member of the militia company, are arhong 
the dead. | 

The posse, which was carefully searching 
every foot of the country for the thirteen con- 
victs, came upon the scene of the battle jus, 
before dark. Among the members of the 
posse were several militiamen, who remained 
with the Officers when their company was 
called home. Six soldiers started to explore 
a dense clump of bushes which lay before 
them. Scarcely had they disappeared from 
sight ‘when a volley of shots was heard. 
They had come upon the convicts securely 
intrenched behind trees and stones, and the 
latter had waited until their pursuers were 
close before they shot. 


Sheriff’s Men Fire Into Bushes. 
For a few minutes the fight proceeded 
fiercely: The sheriff and his men emptied 


and drew part of the fire from the convicts, 
It was in this manner that young Bosquit 
was slain. 

All at once the firing ceased. A few mo- 
ments later Dill staggered from the bushes 


the body and was fast expiring. He was 
able to groan out the information of the death 
of one of his companions, that the convicts 
had sought refuge in the mine buildings, and 


in the thicket was deferred until morning. 
The greatest anxiety prevails here as to their 
safety. |

convicts at breakfast time on Monday last, 
and was started so suddenly that the prison

Breakfast had just been finished when the 
convicts in the plot to escape made a dash 
for the office of the captain of the guard, R. J. 
Murphy. There they seized Warden Wilkin- 
son, his grandson, Harry Wilkinson, Capt. 
Murphy, and several other officers and 
guards. A desperate fight took place. 

The convicts were armed with knives and 
razors, and with these they assaulted Warden 
Wilkinson’ and his officers. The A¥arden’s 
clothing was slashed into shréds with a 
razor, but the blade did not touch the flesh. 
Turnkey Cochrane fought the convicts witha 
chair, raining blows upon them right and 
left. Finally he was felled by a knife thrust 
in the back. Guard Cotter was cut in the 
abdomen, and he died the same afternoon, 
while Palmers was severely cut in the head. 
The floor of the office was covered with blood. 


Officers Are Disarmed. 

The officers were outnumbered and soon 
were disarmed. Then, using the officers as 
shields, the convicts started for the armory 
post on the .outskirts of the. penitentiary 
grounds. They passed a gatling gun on one 
of the walls, but the guards were afraid to 
fire on the convicts. When the armory was 
reached the officers there attempted to inter- 
fere, but were overpowered. Then, after fur- 
ther arming themselves with rifles, knives, 
pistols, and ammunition, a dash for the coun- 
try was made by the convicts.

$42,600 in stock was deposited as security 
for margins, it is said, and now it is charged 
that the defendants declare that all this 
stock has been swept away by unfortunate 
investment.

$15,000 more to protect their interests, hence

In 
the midst of her other philanthropic work 
Mrs. Karpen lost track of Mrs. Osterinan, 
and during a visit to the Swedish home a few 
weeks ago she was informed the woman had 
been taken to Dunning. The home is not 
designed for invalids, and Mrs. Osterman 
had become a semi-paralytic. 


Mrs. Karpen Tells Experience. 

Last Monday Mrs. Karpen went to Dunning 
to visit her old friend. Her story of the ex- 
perience is best told in her own words. 

“I found Mrs. Osterman sitting on a hard, 
uncomfortable chair beside her bed,”’ said 
she. *‘ The old woman told me she had been 
sitting there all day, though she was so tired 
she oughtto bein bed. She kept herself fro 
falling off the chair by holding on to the 
frame of the bed with her strong hand. She 
said the attendants compelled her to get up 
every morning. at 6:30 o'clock and sit up 
most of the day, though ehe often begged 
to be put to bed. Once, she told me, she fell 
off the chair, and when the nurse ordered 
the attendant to pick her up the attendant 
replied: ‘O, let her lie there and cry all day 
if she wants to.’ 

“Mrs. Osterman declared that she had 
gone two days without a drink of water, the 
attendants paying no attention to her wants, 
while in the*night she said a call for water 
was answered by an injunction to ‘ shut up.’ 
Once an attendant had slapped her on both 

cheeks, and at another time when. her feet 
protruded from the bed the attendant had 
_kicked them tiJl the woman .wokeup. . - 

Visitor Insulted by Attendant.' . 

“When I heard all of the old woman's 
complaints I called the attendant, who was 
Miss Elia Parker, and asked her if it was nec- 
essary for Mrs. Osterman to sit up so much. 
Then I asked the attendant if she would 
please put the old woman in bed. 

“* Who d'ye expect’s goin’ to put her in 
bed?’ demanded Miss Parker. 

“* Why, I suppose you are hired for that 
purpose,’ I replied. 

“* Well, I ain’t—you don’t know what this 
lace is, do you—this is the poorhousge, an’ 
‘i can’t spend my time puttin’ people to bed 
an’ gettin’ ’em up.’ 

“*O, won't you please put me to bed—I’m 
#o tired,” moaned Mrs. Osterman in a plaint- 
ive voice that went to my heart and nerved 
me to strike for her rights. The attendant 
walked off and presently brought back the 
nurse. The nurse immediately demanded 
who told me Mrs. Osterman had been:sitting 
up all-day. Without thinking I repliéd that 
Mrs. Osterman herself did. 

“I could see they were angry with the old 
woman for telling. The nurse finally told 
me to take my friend away if I didn’t Mke 
things there, anf after some more insolence 
from her I bade Mrs. Osterman good-by and 
returned to the office of the building. : 


Abused by Office Assistant. 


“In the office I found a young woman, and 
to her I made a final plea for better treatment 
for Mrs. Osterman. ‘You may know what 
it is to be old and infirm some day yourself,’ 
I said, ‘Just because these people are poor 
is no reason why you should not treat them 
with kindness and forbearance.’ 

“* Well, if you don’t like it, you can come 

and take your old woman away tomorrow, 
and we'll like it all the better,’ the young 
woman replied. And then she suddenly 
flashec up and added: ‘ You're getting alto- 
gether too fresh around here. You needn't 
think you can come out here and show us how 
to run things, for you can’t. And now, if 
you don’t get out I'll have you put out.’ And 
the young woman called to the office boy to 
have the watchman put me out.

Slayers Retold on the Stand.

Brings Witness from: Mountains. 

Among the witneses who fied to the moun- 
tains during the trial at Jackson was Henry 
Freeman, and he was heid in confinement , 
here several days until he agreed to testify. 
He was on the stand again today for the third 
time, and told that Jett and White came to 
his place for whisky on the night after Mar- 
cum was shot and talked freely about “ the 
dog that had been killed." 

Freeman testified that while they were 
drinking Jett said: “I had to get ahead of 
him some way, and I did it the best I could,”’ 


Says Jett Confessed Murder. 

Mrs. Combs corroborated Mrs. Mary John- 
son. She said that Jett had told her that Mrs. 
Johnson asked him who killed her brother, 
and his reply was: ‘*Yes, I killed your 
brother.” 

Marcum, a brother of the deceased, 
co rated his sister, Mrs. Johnson, in her 
statement about putting armed men near 
Marcum’s house in a rock quarry, and also 
concerning the reception of threats by his 
brother and his keeping in his house for at 
least a year before his death on account of 
these threats. 

Calloway Strong testified that he asked 
White to drink with him before the shooting, 
and White said he “ was looking for a man 
to come out.’ Both witnesses located both 
Jett and White at the courthouse before 
the shooting and in a crowd of people after 
the shooting.

“UNION PICKETS 


Men Who Claimed a 
Legal Victory. 


FOUR MUST SHOW CAUSE. 


Charged That by Intimidation

Whatever benefit Judge Kavanagh was 
thought to have granted to members of the 
iron molders’ union, charged with picketing 
the works of the Illinois Malleabie Iron com- 
pany, was more than nullified yesterday by a 
ruling by the same judge. 

The court, holding that the terms and con- 
ditions upon which the continuance had been 
granted at the previous hearing seemed to 
have been violated, vacated his order and 
commanded the four respondents to appear 
in court next Wednesday to show cause why 
} they should not be punished for contempt. 

The four men whom the court especially 
cautioned to abide its further order are Will- 
jam Skoner, Mike Smith, Max Lucz, and Gus 
Darchefski. These men were enjoined pre- 
viously from interfering with the employés 
of the company, but their fina] hearing be- 
fore Judge Kavanagh had been continued on 
the showing that they had been peaceable. 


Charges of Intimidation. 

Affidavits were secured by Attorney A. C. 
Allen for the company to the effect that the 
pickets had resorted to intimidation after 
leniency had been extended to them by the 
court. Their alleged offense appeared in a 
worse light because of their seeming pre- 
sumption based on the leeway granted them 
by the court. They were told plainly that if 
it should appear that they were guilty severe 
punishment would be meted out to them. . 

The affidavits were signed by Jan Cubala, 
Julia Cubala, and Jan Szejka. Mrs. Cubala, 
who lives at 1216 Seeley avenue, told of a 
visit of four men to her home. on the even- 
ing of July 20. One of them asked her hus- 
band for a nickel to buy beer with. Cubala 
replied that he needed his money. The 
callers professed to wonder at Cubala’s 
refusal to give them the coin, as he worked 
for the Illinois Malleable Iron company. _ 

After a debate over the merits of the strike 
and a question by one of the visitors as to 
what Cubala would do when the strike was 
settled, one of the men is alleged to have 
said:

The money to be 
raised is to be used partly to tide the strik- 
ing Kellogg Switchboard company employés 
through their present struggle. Those that 
have been arrested are to be furnished legal 
advisers and their cases carried to the high- 
est courts, 

More than this, it is expected the labor 
body will initiate a fight on many that have 
opposed it. The committee is looked to to 
bring in a report that will make the meeting 
one of the liveliest sessions of the year, for 
the views of the committee are certain not to 
be shared by all the delegates. 

“The committee has been engaged thus 
far’in preliminary work,” John Fitzpatrick 
of the federation said yesterday. ‘’ But it 
will have a report worth hearing.’’

MEET MERGE UNIONS 


ORGANIZATIONS OF TEAMSTERS 
GATHER AT NIAGARA FALLS. 


American Federation of Labor— 
Both Send Too Many Delegates—Chi- 
cago Party Arrives in Special Train 
and Is Prominent in Politieal Af- 
‘fairs—Many Candidates for Offices— 
Convention Opens Tomorrow. 


‘Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug. 1.—[Special.]— 
More than 600 delegates of the Teamsters’ 
National union and the Team Drivers’ Inter- 
rational union reached here today and to- 
night they are actively planning for the 
joint session of Monday, when the plans for 
consolidating the two opposing organizations 
will come up. 

The order for amalg&mation came from 
the last convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which appointed a com- 
mission, eonsisting of the following, to take 
up the task: : 

John A. Moffitt, president of the United Hat- 
ters, chairman; W. D. Ryan, secretary of 
the Illinois Miners’ union, representing the 
Teamsters’ national, and D. D. Mulcahy, in- 
ternational president, of the Amaigamated 
Wood Workers, représenting the Team Driv- 
ers’ International. They met at Indianapolis 
Jan. 12 and decided that delegates should 
be sent to the joint convention on the basis 
of the average membership of the various 
locals for six months prior to Jan. 12. 


Both Have Too Many Delegates. 

It was acknowledged today that locals in 
both unions had based their representation 
on the membership Jan 12 instead of the av- 
erage for the six months. 

“We will have to straighten out whatever 
differences exist,”’ gaid Chairman Moffitt. 
‘But I am hopeful that we shall be abie 
to mold the two unions into one before we 
leave.”’ 

There has been internal war among the 
teamsters, jealousy between the officers of 
the rival unions, and a factional fight in the 
Chicago organization, and all thit.. promises 
to be brought to a focus in the séeiection of 
officers to give the prospective amalgamated 
union. Among the delegates who were most

Chicago's army of truck drivers, and N.

The meeting was brief, but Presi- 
dent Albert Young of Chicago took opportu- 
nity to deliver an address of welcome, ex- 
pressing pleasure over the prospective large 
attendance and the good to be done by the 
joint cgnvention.

Judge Lochren calls attention to the passage 
of the anti-trust law passed by the State 
legislature in 1899 forbidding combinations 
in restraint of trade. 

Continuing in his line of argument the court 
says: 

"The ¢ act applies to railroads; and all con- 
tracts made betweén railroad companies for 
the purpose and having the effect of prevent- 
ing competition by fixing rates, or empower- 
ing persons to fix them, and agreeing to con- 
form to them when fixed, are in restraint of 
trade and within the provisions of the stat- 
ute, whether the-rates so fixed are réason- 
eble or unreasonable. That contracts be- 
tween divers manufacturers of a commodity 
respecting their sales of that commodity to 
be delivered by them outside the state, hav- 
ing the direct effect.of stifling competition

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PROHIBITION HAS” 
GRIP ON TEXAS, 


Sale of Liquor Is Absolutely 
Forbidden in Over Half 
Organized Counties. 


_ ONLY BIG CITIES ARE WET 


“Quiet Campaign for Years Show- 


ing Its Results and Gains 
Made Each Election. 


Austin, Tex., Aug. 1.—[Special. }—With 
wards of 150 evenries in the state absolutely | 
dry, half a hundred partially dry, scarcely a 
dozen that are still adhering to the ranks of 
the anti-prohibitionists, and these constant- 
ly threatened by an invasion frony the pro- : 
hibition orators, Texas is at present in the 
throes of one of the hottest prohibition fights 
that any state or any section would care to 
encounter. 

There are 243 organieed counties in the 
state adhd twenty-four unorganized counties, 
the lat¢er being attached to organized coun- 
ties for judicial purposes only. Of all this 
number liquor can be sold in scarcely more 
than half a hundred counties, and even in 
this number some counties have dry pre- 
cincts in them. 

The counties that are entirely “ art ” num- 
ber only eleven, and to these can be added | 
those with some “wet” and some “ dry” 
precincts to the number of fifty-five. These 
counties contain all the large cities of the 
state ,places which always vote against a 
prohibition law. 


~ On the other side are ranged the remain- 


der of the state, where prohibition has full 
sway and in more than 150 counties the sa- 
loon is believed banished for good. 


Result of Untirin® Work. 

Thus in a nutshell is presented the results 
of untiring work upon the part of the pro- 
hibitionists in Texas, covering a period of 
five years of active work. They have been 
unrelenting in their warfare, and proudly 
prociaim that they wiM not cease their ef- 
forts until the entire state has gone prohi- 
bition. It is not likely, however, that they 
will seek to force a general state election to 
throw the state into the ranks of prohibition- 
ists, as they are afraid that they might fail 
if they attempted it. 

Some years ago the prohibitionists forced 
a state election and lost the battle by a big 
majority. This cured them of presenting the 
issue as a state one. They rested a few 
years and then began the quiet work of car- 
rying. precinct elections. This plan was car- 
ried out without attracting any special at- 
tention, and before it was known quite a 
number of precincts as well as counties in 
the state had been carried for prohibition. 
All of these precincts and counties were in 
what might be termed isolated sections that 
attracted little attention at the hands of 
business interests generally. 

About two years ago the prohibition lead- 
ers, growing embolhiened by their successes, 
made an open attack upon north Texas, and 
with such encouragement as ajmost to intox- 
icate them with their surprising success. 
They carried all the smalier counties in tne 
black land belt, or at least those counties 
that did not have any cities in them to out- 
vote the country population. 

In this manner the prohibitionists carried 
much of north Texas. Thenand not till then 
did their actions begin to attract the atten- 
tion ‘of the business men gal the state ns the 
liquor interests, . 


, Onward March Is Steady. 


‘Since attention was thus attracted some 
eight®en months ago, the onward march of 
the prohibitionist has been checked in Texas. 
He has not been so successful in carrying 
counties as he was, and in all cases where 
any city population was to be counted in the 
voting question the prohibitionist has lost. 
He is still a formidable factor in Texas’ 
political and financial future, however, and 
promises to remain so. 

If the prohibitionist desires to force a 
state election, which it is not believed he will 
do, he #will have to wait until January, 1905, 
when the next regular legislature meets, and 


secure action by means of a constitutional; 


amendment calling for a general election to 
settle the issue. 

It is not believed the prohibitionist will 
geek the constitutional amendment election, 
however, as he is more sure of success by 
working on county by county. A state elec- 
tion would result in bringing the combined 
forces of the cities to the front to offset the 
vote of the country, and would undoubtedly 
result in a defeat of the prohibition idea, As 
it is. now. the prohibitionist is meeting with 


~ excellent success, and he is satisfied to make 


haste slowly. As to what will develop be- 
tween now and 1905 is of course problemat- 
ical, and it may be possible that a state 
election will be sought at that time, but up to 
the present no indication along that line has 
been’in evidence, and it is believed that the 
plan of ‘“‘county work"’ will be adhered to. 


Cuts Revenue of the State. 

Prohibition has made serious inroads into 
the revenues of the state government, and 
as matters now stand upwards of $200,000 
worth of taxes annually have been cut 
off, marking in each instance the advance- 
ment of prohibition. Inasmuch as this is the 
case, it is but natural that local option laws 
Should come before the courts for contest 


* both by the liquor interests and others. Some 


of’these contests have grown so interesting 
that they are now on their way to the United 
States Supreme court for final adjudication. 

One ofaAhe most intetesting questions de- 
cided recently was in the Conley case from 
Hunt county in regard 0 the posting of no- 
tices of election on the prohibition question. 
Succinctly stated, the law provides that said 
election? notice shall be posted at the voting 
places throughout the county twelve days 
before the date of the election. The ques- 
tion was whether or not a failure to post one 
or more of the. notices rendered the election 
void. The question got into the cjvil courts, 
not th the Conley case, however, and the | 
Dallas Court of Civil Appeals held that ifa 


_ fairly full vote was polled the failure to post 


a notice twelve days before did not invalidate 
the election. 

The Supreme court reversed the judgment 
of the Appellate court, holding that the latter 
court was without jurisdiction in such cases; 
that the only power within its province was 
to pass on irregularities which happened on 
the day of the election. Again the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, or at least a majority of 
the-court, directly disagreed with the Dallas 
Civil Appeals court in that the Criminal Ap- 
peals’ court held in the Conley case that a 
failure’'to stick up or post the electiofi no- 
tices within the time limit rendered the elec- 


» tion void and therefore without effect. 


The construction of the Court of Criminal 
Appeals is binding, and in future all elec-

WILL APPEAL FROM comMIssrI0N-

Believe That His Interpretation of the | 


Law Directing Disbursement Among 
Policyholders at Least Once in Five 
Years Will Be Reversed by Courts— 
‘Judge Adams of This City Once De- 
cided Same Question in Favor of 


the Companies. | ; 


The ruling of Insurance Commissioner Host 
of) Wisconsin that mutual life insurance 
companies doing business in that state must 
make division of their surplus among their 
policyholders at least once in five years Is 
regarded as important by Chicago life in- 
surance men, chiefly as it paves the way 
for a judicial ruling on @ point which has 


long been agitated. 

The great majority of life insurance poll- 
cles are on the deferred dividend plan, the 
portion of the company’s surplus belonging 
to the policy being paid only in case the | 
policy is in force at maturity. That is the” 
‘method of the Equitable, against which pro- 
ceedings were brought, while some companies 
apportion the surplus at various periods, but 
do not pay it over, There are also many 
companies that operate on the annual divi- 
dend basis, and which this ruling would not 
touch. The Equitable also issues annual 
dividend policies to those who prefer them, 
but officials in the Chicago office say that not 

one in a hundred is issued on that plan, as 
the returns to the policyholders are so much 
better on the deferred dividend basis. 

Harry Gordon, cashier of the Chicago office 
of the Equitable, said yesterday: 

“The company has no ‘apprehension as to 
the outcome of these proceedings. In all 
probability an injunction will be asked for 
and issued restraining thé Wisconsin com- 
missioner from carrying out his threat to re- 
voke the license of the company if it does not 
file a paper agreeing to comply with his rul- 
ing within thirty days, and that will put the 
question Into the courts. The courts un- 
doubtedly will uphold the position of the 
company, which has been submitted to the 
ablest lawyers, is the general practice of the 
largest companies, and has been approved 
by the courts of many other states, The 
same question was decided in New York, the 
home state of the Equitable, in favor of its 


position.” 
Ruling Turns on Word “May.” 

The question turns on the interpretation to 
be made of the word “ may ”’ in the Wiscon- 
sin law governing the distribution of sur- 
plus. It is as follows: 
Every life insurance corporation doing business 
in this state upon the principle of mutual insur- 
ance, or the ‘members of which are entitled to 
share in the surplus funds thereof, may make 
distribution of such surplus as they have accumu- 
lated annually, or once in two, three, four, or five 
‘years, as the directors thereof may from time 
to time determine. In determining the amount 
of surplus to be distributed there shall be re- 
served an amount not less than the aggregate net 
valve of all outstanding policies, said value to be 
computed by the American ence table of 
mortality, with interest not exceeding 4% per 


“Commissioner Host says that “‘may” is 
mandatory, and not permissive, and bases 
his ruling on that point. The question is of 
interest in Illinois, as the statute in this 
state is practically identical with that of 
Wisconsin, as is the law in Missouri, North 
Dakota, and Oklahoma. In all these cases 
the statute seems to have been modeled 
after that of Massachusetts, even to the 
wording, except that the Massachusetts law 
says the company “ shall"’ make distribu- 
tion of its surplus in certain ways. — 

In Illinois, however, there has been a de- 
cision on this point, in direct opposition to 
Commissioner Host’s ruling, so that there 
is little likelihood of Illinois policyholders 
getting hold at once of the surplus of their 
companies: that may stand to their credit. 
‘Fred Rothschild of Chicago sued the New 
York Life to compel it to apportion to him 
his share of the surplus and cancel his policy. 

The case was carried to the Appellate 
court, and in 1901 it upheld the company’s 
claim that “‘may ” was permissive and not 
mandatory, the decision being by Judge 
Francis Adams. Judge Adams said: 

Applying these rules to the words *‘ may ”’ and 
** shall ”’ in section 14, the former must be regarded 
as permissive and the latter as imperative. We 
can conceive of no good reason, nor are we aware 
of any rule of interpretation, which would warrant 
the holding that-the words ‘‘ may ’’ and “* shall ’’ 
are used in the\ same sense in the section, and that 
imperative. Therefore, we cannot sustain the con- 
tention that the section requires distribution of sur- 
plus at least once in every five years, or that the 
contracts between the company and appellant, as- 
suming that such contracts contain the charter 
provision in regard to distribution of surplus, are 
in violation of section 14. 

The Appellate court refused to grant a cer- 


tificate of importance to the Supreme court, 


so that that decision remains the dictum of 
the highest court in this state on the question. 


Other Insurance News. 

Chicago insurance agents and departments 
are preparing to contest in court the system 
under which they-.are assessed for taxation. 
Under the old system they paid on net profits, 
deducting losses and expenses. The attor- 
ney forthe taxing officials has given them 
an opinion that the tax must be paid on 
premiums, deducting only expenses and re- 
turn premiums on cancellations, and not per- 
mitting the deduction of losses. If the latter 
item were allowed it alone would more than 
wipe out the premiums of many companies 
in Chieago last year. 

While there is serious complaint from 
stockyards interests of the heavy increase 
in rates on their plants, they are helpless, 
since the recent ruling of the board of trade 
requiring ‘‘ proper insurance ”’ before ware- 
house certificates can pass practically com- 
pels them to insure In stock companies. 

July losses were normal in the west, except 
for the packing house losses at St. Joe and 
Chicago, which put the loss ratios of the 
companies writing large lines on such risks 
far above the profit line. 


Equitable Holds Ruling Unfair. 


New York, Aug. 1.—Vice President Gage 
E. Tarbell of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society said today that an appeal to the 
courts would be made from the decision of 
Insurance Commissioner Host of Wisconsin 
that mutual life insurance compahies doing 
business in Wisconsin must distribute their 
surplus among policy holders at least once 
in five years. Mr. Tarbell said:’ 

“ The decision is viewed as wholly unsound 
and at variance with all judicial expression 
and with expert life insurance opinion. The 
question will, of course, be taken to the 
courts, which are after all the only medium 
through which a satisfactory construction 
as to the meaning of a statute can be sought. 

“The effect of the decision, if sustained, 
would be that all companies would be com- 
pelled to write their policies so that dividends 
should be paid either annually or quinquen- 
nially, notwithstanding the preferences of 
the policy holders for some other mode of 
distribution and the provision of the com- 
panies’ policies. The decision affects ali 
compaines alike and if sustained will cause 
them to change the practice in that state that 
they followed since 1870.”

People best acquainted with the Chicago 
trotter, Fanforan, have been surprised dvwr- 
ing the last two weeks at the ease with which 
she won two cracking races at the Detroit 
and Cleveland grand circuit meetings, taking 
a record of 2:11% and putting in all her heats 
better than 2:13. 

At Detroit there was a large field of start- 
ers, and in the opening mile Fanforan was 
at first obliged to content herself with second 
place, Judge Green showing remarkable 
speed for the first three-quarters of the mile. 
Indeed, it was not until more than half the 
homestretch had been traversed that Ab Ful- 
lager, who drives Fanforan, was able to get 
to the leading horse, but once the Chicago 
mare made a bid for the lead she showed a lot 
of speed and determination, trotting the last 
sixteenth about as fast as any part of the 

i Beat and winning with something to spare in 
/8:11%. She came back in 2:12%, having the 
‘track to herself from wire towire. At Cleve- 
Sand she met an even better field, but won 
@asily, her first heat being 2:11%. 

The 2:11% mile by Fanforan at Detroit was 

the first time she had ever beaten 2:14, al- 

. though she has been in training three years. 
and asa 3 year old—she !s now 6—was booked. 
by the critics for 2:15 that year. At that 
time Fanforan was driven by the late George 
West, having been purchased the previous 
winter by Mr. BE. A. Lord of this city from 
the Ijams farm at Terre Haute, where she 
‘was bred. 


Has a Good Pedigree. 


She is by Tommy Britton, dam by Axtell, 
so that her pedigree combines the biood lines 
of two remarkably fast trotters that were 
sensational colt performers. Tommy Brit- 
ton began his racing asa yearling, taking a 
record better than 2:35, and he trained on to 
a mark of 2:06}, at one time and another de- 

.feating pretty much ail the good horses in 
training. 

Axtell was the high wheel champion at 
2 and 8 years of age, his 2:12 mark when 8 
being such a sensational performance that 
on the strength of it he was sold for $100,000. 
Tommy Britton brought $30,000 in the auction 
ring at New York a few years ago, so that 
both thé sire and the sire of the dam of Fan- 
foran are in every respect high ciass horses. 

When Fanforan éame to West's barn three 
years ago last winter she was a dumpy little 
filly, with no particular ambition to trot 
fast, and was credited with nothing better 
than a quarter in forty seconds as a2 year 

‘ old, Under West's handling, however, the 
filly improved rapidly, and as soon as the 

- winter fat had left her and she began taking 
repeats over the Wheaton track she came 
along with every workout. Towards the end 
of July West worked Fanforan a mile in 
2:19% over the Joliet track one day when the 
thermometer stood near the 100 mark, and 
the way in which she did the work was im- 
pressive. But a week or so later she was 
peaten in much slower time and did not se- 
gain her early form that year. 


Not Much as Five Year Old. 


_»»ANeither.was she distinguished in her 5 year 
* old form, when Jim Raney, the man who 
‘brought out John R. Gentry, had her in 
charge. Last year was her first with Fulla- 
ger, who was training for the Gretna farm 
stable of F. 8. Gorton, and while the Illinois 
driver gave Fanforan a mark of 2:17\% she 
' was not looked on as a possible great race- 
horse. . She had plenty of speed, but as 
horsemen say would “ get limber” when 
2 there was no apparent cause for doing so. 
_\ This year Fullager worked Fanforan at 
Wheaton before leaving for the races, and 
while she stepped miles around 2:15 she took 
, no interest in the game. Her first start was 
at Windsor, and although she was on a 
_ trot all the time she could not win. 


Needed Old Time Workout. 


After the Windsor race it occurred to 
Fullager, in thinking over Fanforan and her 


_ , Face, that perhaps a real old fashioned work- 
| out was “what she wanted, and three days 


Jdater she got it. There were seven heats 
_ in the program, and six of them were in from 
72:20 to 2:14, with the mare pretty straight 
~, ell the’ way each time. This work was on 
. Friday, and just a week later she started 
.at Detroit, her only track performance in 
, the interval being a slow mile with a final 
quarter in :32. The race showed that the 
_, Bix fast heats between the Windsor meet- 
ing and that at Detroit were just what Fan- 
.foran needed. It was Fullager’s idea, from 
| observing the mare in her races and in the 
stable, that she “filled up” easily after 
hard work; and that as a result she became 
languid and not keen to do all she cowuu 
, in the trotting line when the money was at 
, Stake. He also knew that Axtell, the sire 
_ of Fanforan’s dam, was so siuggish as a 
colt that it was not until the gad had been 
‘applied to him in liberal doses that he made 
- up his mind to go out and beat the world’s 
record for 2 year olds, which he had all 
* along been capable of doing. Therefore, he 
» argued that a big workout was what Fan- 
.foran needed, and he hit it exactly. 


Old Methods Still Good. 


» The incident shows that in a good many 
- Instances the old fashioned methods of train- 
‘ing are of more value than modern ones. 
There are plenty of new school trainers who 
would hoot at the idea of giving a seven 
heat workout to a trottern that was in order 
to go to the races and had already made one 
start in fast company, but in the case of 
'Fanforan they would be wrong, and it is to 
* the credit of Fullager that he has the courage 
of his convictions when the preparation of 
a racehorse is the point at issue. 
There is a pacer in the Gorton string that 
Fullager, and in fact every mgn who has seen 
: the coit work this season, thinks will make 
'@ sensationally fast performer. He is a 3 
' year old colt called Irish, and was purchased 
in California by Mr. Gorton a year ago last 
winter. Irish,- who is by the trotter Monte- 
rey, 2:09%, and out of a pacing daughter of 
McKinney, with a mark of 2:134, was at the 
“time he changed hands a trotter, but it took 
a good deal of weight to balance him, and 
, this was a handicap. He could speed fast 
at the trot, but at no time did he seem per- 
fectly balanced and at his ease, so that last 
spring he was shifted tothe pace. The result 
was wonderful. With alight shoe all around 
Irish glided away on a smooth pace the first 
time he was asked to try the new gait, and 
since then the only care necessary has been 
to prevent his going too fast, as he is not to 
be raced this year. 


Irish Works Well at Detroit. 

During the Detroit meeting Fullager let 
Irish step along an easy mile in.2:12 one 
morning, and among those who noted the 
work and the ease with which it was done 
were Ed Geers and Nick Hubinger, the latter 
owner of Elastic Pointer, that took a record 
of 2:06% at Cleveland last Tuesday. Geers 
asked about the Fullager horse, and, on 
learning that it was a 3 year old, said he had 
one of like age that he would race next sea- 
son. It is by Direct, out of Ella Brown, 2:11, 
and is called Walter Direct, in honor of 
Geers’ s0n, a young man, by the way, who 
cares nothing about horses and would not 
go across the street to see a race.

“ I’ve got a 8 year old pacer that is just as

a goed many years, and ts known as the 
yeaviest bettor on the harness turf, has, with- 
out any intention of going into the breeding 
of trotters and- pacers; gotten together quite 
a bunch of fast broodmares, ex-turf perform- 
ers thet he likes too well to sell. He has a 
wonderfully fast and well bred trotting stal- 
lion tn Metellas, a pacing stallion of the 
top notch order in Elastic Pointer, brother to 
Star Pointer, the champion, and one or two 
others without records but with a rich her- 
Jtage of trotting blood. 
Just how fast Elastic Pointer will go this 
sgeason is.a question that horsemen are ask- 
dng. The 2:06% mile at Cleveland the other

Pointer this year agree with Hubinger as to 
the Hkelihood of his going a great mile. John 
Hussey has the stallion in perfect order, and 
the CHamber of Commerce race would have 
been merely a cake walk for him had it not 
been that the prolonged scdéring got Elastic 
Pointer to pulling, so ambitious is he to get 
out and beat all the other horses in the first 
eighth of the mile. Previous to this season 
the trouble with the stallion was that it was 
impossible to keep him from breaking. and 
as a result he had been. distanced every time 
he started. When Hussey took the horse 
last fall Elastic Pointer’s case’ was deemed 
incurable. 


the horse had been brushing one of his knees 
when pacing the turns. This was remedied, 
and he went better at once. Then the work 
of teaching him to be afraid of nothing ona 
race track was begun.

They were going a 2:40 gait 
at the time, fast enough to demonstrate that 
the Hussey methods were working well.

With the tearing out of the old café at the north end of the stand there is freer access from the paddock by way of the new covered walk. 
The bar nas been moved back to the space formerly occupied by the café, and this change has increased the size of the betting ring. 

At the other end of the stand, where the trains-of the Lake Street Elevated pul! in, the bleachers. built last spring have been re- 
modeled and roofed, so that they no longer are bleachers, but form an extension of the stand proper. 

In addition to these improvements two large new barns have been built, one at the head o 
turn out of the backstretch.

Peasant Answers Queen. 

Queen Alexandra received a characteristic 
Irish response from a Connemara peasant 
whom she visited near Glenaginia. It was a 
wretched clay biggin, with a thatched roof 
and smoke dried rafters, where Patrick Ker- 
rigan, 80 years old, has lived over half a 
century. As the cabin is some distance from 
the road the king and queen walked through 
the soft boreen, their passage being chal- 
lenged by his majesty the pig. Mrs. Ker- 
rigan received the visitors, but had no idea 
whom they were. When the queen asked 
if it was not cold in the winter the old lady 
replied: 

“Shure, and if there were more holes in 
the roof it would be much colder.” | 

Mrs. Kerrigan afterwards said: “Shure 
the king was cheerier and nicer than many 
a man who has got a baste to drive on the 


road before him.” 


Characteristics a Surprise to King. 
Perhaps it was owing to such plain speak- 
ing that King Edward is reported to have 
said of the Irish: “ They are unique. What 
I can’t understand is that thay are so utterly 
different from the English as awatibn. Ire- 
Jand might be 10,000 miles from England, so 
“great is the difference between the people of 
the two countries.”’ 
A keen eyed Irish reporter noticed that the 
_ king wore what he described as a bracelet, or 
bangle, apparently of gold, on his left wrist. | 
A London authority says this ornament is 
one quite familiar to all members of the royal 
entourage. It possesses an interesting his- 
tory, in which the most tragic item is that 
Maximillian, the ill fated emperor of Mexico, 
wore it at his execution. 


Do Not Copy His Hat. . 

There appears to be just one respect in 
which the king’s visit to Ireland has’ been 
attended with failure. While in Dublin the 
king wore a white top hat and the hatters 
hoped this would revive the fashion in this 
style of headgear: So far there has been 
absolutely no sign of any tendency on the 
part of the public to follow the example set 
by the king in this matter. 


. Curious Articles of Baggage. 

Curious articles in the royal baggage no- 
ticed during the Irish visit were two bas- 
kets fitted up for the occupancy of guinea 
pigs, together with a cage containing a 
canary bird. These) were said to be the 
property of the Princess Victoria%f Wales, 
the canary bird particularly being a special 
pet from which she is never long separated. 
King Edward is taking a great Interest in 
canaries, and the breeding of these birds on 
an extensive scale is being carried on at 
Windsor castle. Some elaborate cages have 
been fitted up in the Henry III. tower. The 
science of color feeding is practiced, and 
many of the birds are what is known as 
“ red fed,” their natural yellow having given 
place to a richer tone, produced by giving 
the birds paprika or cayenne pepper. These 
colored birds have greatly attracted the 
royal fancy, and in the last purchase made 
from a big Norwich dealer special instruc- 
tions wére given that all the birds sent were 


to be artificially colored. 


King’s Favorite Dog Dead. 

A report published earlier in the week that 
Jack, the king’s favorite Irish terrier, was 
dead, which was later contradicted, is true 
after all. He was first reported as having 
come to an untimely end by eating rat poison, 
but the truth appears to be he was choked 
while feeding. Jack is credited with remark- 
able sagacity. He usually accompanied his | 
royal master, except on official occasions, 
when the king said: “ It’s duty, Jack,” and 
Jack, crestfallen but obedient, instantly re- 
tired.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The government car- 
ried the secénd reading of their sugar con- 
vention bill in the house of commons on 
Wednesday by a majority of 80, which is 
about 50 below their normal or nominal fig- 
ure. Chamberlain made a long and able 
speech in behalf of the treaty, which violates 
his own principle of preference for the self- 


sounder principles of free trade. 

Unfortunately, no reply was made to him, 
the leader of the opposition having already 
spoken, and the division was taken soon as 
he sat down, But the policy of the bill was 
riddled with effective criticism from the con- 
servative side of the house by Churchill, Cust, 
and Sir Edgar Vinoent. 


How weak the case is may be seen from 
the fact that the strongest part of Chamber- 
lain’s argument was that in which he 
sought to demonstrate the smallness of the 
issue, forgetting that the ostensible object 
of the convention and the bill was to pro- 
tect the sugar trade of the West Indies, and 
that that, could only be done by a substan- 
tial rise fn the price of sugar to the British 
consumer. 

To procure the abolition of foreign ‘boun- 
ties was no business of ours. The foreign 
taxpayers, especially in Germany, Austria, 
and Hungary, had a just right to complain 
of them, but they materially assisted to 
promote the larger and important indus- 
tries in this country, which. grew and pros- 
pered under their influence. To retaliate 
against hostile tariffs is foolish because it 
substitutes two evils for one. To retaliate 
against bounties is a refusal of a gift and 
the rejection of the only plan by which for- 
eigners can be taxed for our benefit alone. 


Little Benefit to West Indies. 

Nobody who knows the West Indies be- 
lieves that the abolition of bounties or the 
prghibition of bounties on sugar will restore 
prosperity to Jamaica or the Barbados, which 
are dependent on the United States for the 
bulk of their traffic. Meanwhile we have 
placed ourselves at the mercy of the foreign 
board, which will decide what sugar may be 
aé@mitted tnto this country and what must be 
kept out. No wonder the chancellor of the 


exchequer was silent in the debate.

BALFOUR FOR WORTHY CAUSE. 


‘Asks Contributions for Cancel Research 
Fund, Which Needs $500,000 
to Investigate Disease.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Premier Balfour on 
"Thursday made before a London audience of 

less than fifty persons an appeal which he 
hoped would reach the 40,000,000 inhabitants 

of Great Britain. The appeal was on behalf 
of the Cancel research fund, to which only 

218 people so far have contributed, although, 
Balfour said, there was hardly a single 
person in the British isles who, either in his 
own person or in the person of somebody 
dear to him, was not directly interested in 
the successful result of the investigations 
which the fund is intended to further. 

_ | Qnly about half of the $500,000 which the 

committee required, so far has been sub- 
scribed. Balfour hoped that the future could 
be looked to with knowledge of an assured 
financial basis, which would be the best 
guarantee of ultimate success. He called 
upon the public not to show impatience at 
the slow march of discovery on a matter 
which had, after all, defied the greatest 
physiciane of the world up to the present 
time. 

The premier’s use of that phrase “ after 
all” was taken exception to by commenta- 
tors, who note that Balfour has developed 
the irritating mannerism of speech which 
few pariiamentary debaters escape. There 
Was one of these latter a few years ago who 
never omitted to introduce a fresh sentence 
with the exordium, “ Very well, then, now, 
Mr. Speaker.”" Balfour has not got as far as 
that,.but the times he used the words “ after 
all” in his quite short speech of Thursday

Dignity of Prince Assistant on 
Throne Created to End 
Family Feud.

in connection with the election of a new 

election in which this country for 

the first time in the near 2,000 years’ history 
of the Roman Catholic church has been 

called upon to play an active role, the United 

States being represented within the sacred 


soliege by Cardinal Gibbons and without by | 


* Father Meyer, the influential American born 
deputy general of the order of the Jesuits, as 
well as by several transatlantic prelates— 
it may be of timely interest to mention that 
the pontifical court is not composed exclu- 
sively of ecclesiastics. 

There are a large number of purely tem- 
poral dignities and offices, some of them of 
great antiquity and several of which are 
held either by Americans or else by European 
noblemen married to women born on this side 
ofthe Atlantic. In certain cases these offices 
are hereditary in the families, by the chiefs 
of which they are held, while in other in- 
stances they are of an honorary character 
and merely conferred upon the holder for his 
own life in recognition of some service ren- 
@ered to the church. 


High Office Due to Feud. 


Preéminent among all the temporal digni- 
ties of the pontifical court is, of course, that 
of prince assistant of the pontifical throne, 
vested jointly in the illustrious patrician 
houses of Colonna and Orsini. This office 
Gates back to the reign of Pope Sixtus V. 
and was conferred by that pontiff upon the 
chiefs of the Colonnas and of the Orsinis of 
the day with the object of putting an end to 
the wars which had until that time been 
earried on for hundreds of years by those 
two rival families against one another. 

From the eleventh to the sixteenth cen- 
turiceg the fights between the Colonnas and 
the Orsinis constantly caused blood to flow 
In the streets of Rome. A Colonna is on 
record as having boxed the ears of the pope

of the Eternal city. At length, when an 
Orsini and a Colonna had so far forgotten 
the respect due to the holy father as to draw 
their swords upon one another when in his 

resence, he, with the object of parting them, 
rdered one to take up his position on the 
right of the papal throne and the other on 
the left. and subsequently. on the express 
understanding that peace between the two 
families should from thenceforth be main- 
tained, converted into hereditary dignities

were still accustomed to drive about Rome 
ft was the prince assistant who preceded on 
horseback the pontiff’e carriage. If the 
pope himself went on horséback it was the 
prince assistant who held the stirrup for 
fils holiness to mount, and who led the horse. 


Colonnas Own Crucifixion Relic. 


The house of Colonna, to which the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. John W. Mackay belongs by 
marriage, has furnished at least half a dozen 
popes to the Roman Catholic church. in- 
cluding Marcel, who reigned in 304, and Mar- 

. tin V., who occupied the chair of St. Peter 
in 1417. Aceording to tradition it owes its 
name to its possession of what is alleged to 
be a portion of the column to which Christ 
was tied when scourged on the eve of his 
erucifixion, and which is still preserved as 
@ sacred heirloom by the family, having 
been brought from Jerusalem in the first 
century of the Christian era. It is the prin- 
cipal treasure, of course, of the grand old 
Colonna palace, which was built away back 
in the fourteenth century on the Square of 
the Apostles at Rome, and which has had 
among its occupants Pope Martin V., Julius 
as well as that celebrated Cardinal! Bor- 
romeo, who was subsequently canonized as 
St. Charles. 

Don Marc Antonio Colonna was formerly 
principal chamberlain of the now widowed 
Queen Margherita, but was obliged to resign 
this post ana to entirely sever his connec- 
tion with e court of the quirinal on the 
death of his father in order to take up the 

. Iatter’s heriditary office of prince assistant 
of the holy see. As he has no son this par-

The Marquis Sacchetti, who is grand mar- 
shal of the court of the vatican, is a noble- 
man of Florentine origin who may be said 
to owe his fortune to the fact that, while an 
officer of the noble guard of the pope, he 
managed to secure both the heart and the 
hand of Donna Maria Barberini, the only 
daughter and heiress of the last of the Bar- 
berini princes. Donna Maria, who is a beau- 
tiful woman, brought to her husband not 
only an enormous fortune but likewise the 
famous Barberini palace, the picture gal- 
lery and library ‘of which are both of world 
wide fame, the former containing the cele- 
brated portrait of Beatrice Cenci, while the 
library comprises no less than 7,000 MSS. of 
extraordinary value.

In that case they don the picturesque cos- 
tume of their office, which was designed 
by- Michael Angelo, and which has never 
undergone any modification to this day. It 
is all black, composed of a tupic which de- 
scends almost to the knee, and which Is 
trimmed in front and bordered throughout 
with black velvet. The sleeves are of the 
medieval leg of mutton shape, terminat- 
ing in lace cuffs. The black knee breeches 
are fastened at the kn by black velvet 
garters with jeweled buckles. The stock- 
ings are of black silk. Around the throat 
is a white ru®f and a three fold gold chain 
with a medallion bearing the papal arms. 
Attached to the shoulders is a black velvet 
coat of the King Henry II. shape, while a 
velvet toque with a long black ostrich plume 
and a steel] hilted sword complete the dress. 

For minor occasions the chamberlains have 
now a species of diplomatic uniform, gold 
embroidered, with cocked hat and sword, 
the cloth being blue or red, according to 
whether they are actually in waiting or 
supernumerary.

Discuss Carnegie’s Letter. 

The suggestion fn Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s 
last letter to the London Times that the 
United States might retaliate against Can- 
ada in case of British tariff discrimination af- |‘ 
fecting the United States has caused a good 
deal of talk among the politicians assembied 
at the capital. The Citizen sums up the mat- 
ter as follows: 

‘“‘ As for fiscal retaliation, the Americans 
are in the unfortunate position towards Can- 
ada of having done their worst, while we have 
never even taken in hand the weapons of re- 
taliation which we possess. If it came toa 
tariff war in which the Americans became 
nasty towards Great Britain Canada could 
even launch some shafts into the American 
fank that would make the big republic 
writhe. The only real value of Carnegie’s 
reckless and ill informed talk fs as an indica- 
tion of the uneasiness and alarm of the Unit- 
ed States over the Chamberlain proposals. 
And that uneasiness and alarm are not 
caused by any philanthropic anxiety lest 
Great Britain will injure herself by adopting 
the Chamberlain policy.”’ 


Wants Tariff on Iron and Steel. 

A powerful argument for a tariff on iron, 
steel, and manufactures generally averaging 
that of the United States was delivered by the 
ex-minister of public works, J. Israel Tarte, 
in the debate in the commons on the United 
States control of the binder twine industry 
in Canada, and the finance minister’s resolu- 
tion for a bounty on that product. Joseph 
Chamberlain, said Mr. Tarte, is holding out 
his hands to Canada and making an offer that 
will be worth “countless millions” to this 
country if Canada were in a condition to take 
advantage of it. But Canada, he admitted, 
is not in a position to take advantage of it. 
Her average tariff is barely half the United 
States average. Let Canada place herself in 
a position as strongly relative as the United 
States and she will effect a preferential ar- 
rangement with England enabling her to de- 
liver her preducts in the English markéés.at | 
an advantage over all other countries. Every 
acre of land capable of producing wheat 
would as a consequence be worth at least $20 
an acre more than it is today. But England 
will not admit Canada’s products on more 
favorable terms than those of other countries 
unless Canada has something to give in ex- 
change. 

Too Friendly, to Americans. 

Mr. Chariton, in the course of the same de- 
bate, was attacked by Dr. Sproule for truck- 
ling to American interests and opposing the 
building of Canadian industries for fear of 
offending the United States. Mr, Chariton 
made a dignified reply. He said: 

‘*E have stood up in this house during the 
thirty-one years that I have had a seat here 
and advocated what I believed to be Cana- 
dian interests on the broad ground of the 
benefit of Canada, and I have had no motive 
or impulse beyond this during all that time. 
I have done this often in the face of opposi- . 
tion and prejudice, and have incurred on 
many occasions charges of the most. un- 
friendly, unwarrantable, and untruthful 
character.”’ » 


| Society Awaits Appointment. 

Society people here seem to consider it 
about settled that an American duchess is to 
reign at government house when the earl 
and countess of Minto return to England. 
The appointment of the governor general of 
Canada rests with the imperial authorities, 
and the Dominion cabinet has nothing what- 
ever to do with it but to welcome the new 
excellencies when they come. One of the 
local dailies, commenting on the renewed 
rumor that the duke of Marlborough is to 
succeed Lord Minto at the expiration of the 
latter’s term, remarks that, “as the duchess 
of Marlborough is a daughter of the Vander- 
bilts, her residence in Ottawa would no } 
doubt be the occasion of frequent visits of 
parties of the ‘smart set’ from New York 
and Newport to t city.”” That is an echo 
of the society view. In political circles the 
opinion has always been, since the report 
the duke was likely to be chosen was first 
put into circulation, that the country gen- 
erally would not approve the presence of an 
American wife of a governor general at 
Rideau hall, no matter how charming and 
otherwise desirable, at a time when ques- 
tions of American relations were likely to 
assume unusual importance. 


Cabinet Members Resign. | 

Resignations from Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
cabinet furnished Mr. Taylor, opposition 
whip in the houge of commons, an opening 
in a debate on the length of the session. He 
charged the government with responsibility 
for delays in bringing down public meas- 
ures, and twitted them with the frequent 
changes in the ministry. The new cabinet, 
he said, had hardly met when Sir Oliver | 
Mowat, a man in whom the people of Canada 
had great confidence, was found to be trou- 
blesome and had to be moved out. Sir Henry 
Joly de Lotbiniere, universally regarded as 
an honest, capable man, was put in his place, 
was also found to be troublesome, and was 
given the lieutenant governorship of Brit- 
ish Columbia.

Fighting Disease with Its Own Weapons. 


E are receiving scientific news. of a character well 
calculated to create intense interest in the minds 
of all who have the welfare of the race at heart. 
From Vienna comes news that Prof. Behring has 
succeeded in rendering the tcow immune to the 
attack of tuberculosis, and from the Jenner insti- 
tute in London enianates the dntelligence that Dr. 
A.’ McFadyean has produ an anti-toxin calcu- 
lated to be of great service, not only in curing but 
in preventing typhoid fever. These two diseases 
are, of course, responsible for a large amount of 
present day mortality. It is true the death rate 
from tuberculosis has been decreasing since public 
attention was directed to the ways and mieans 
whereby the distribution of the germs of tubercle 

ean be arrested. ‘T'yphoia fever has also been considerably limited through 

our knowledge of its propagation by polluted water and allied media. Act- 
ing on this knowledge, we secure that infection of water shal] be stopped, 
and if this source of trouble could be effectively tackled we should be able 
to reduce the ailment to a miserable minimum as compared with the present 
rate of its occurrence. 

Much has been done of late yeats in science to attack disease with its 
own weapons. My readers may know what is meant by the “serum”

The anti-toxin acts upon the microbes causing fell disorder, produces re- 
action in the child, with the result that the disease is checked and recovery 
made possible. 

lt is the application of ‘this same principle to tuberculosis which forms 
the subject of Prof. Behring’s researches. Dr, Koch, at the great, congress 
held in 1901, maintained that tuberculosis in the cow was a different dis- 
ease from that found in man. On this belief he founded his declaration 
that the milk of a tuberculous cow, laden with germs, could not produce 
the disease in, say, a child fei on the milk.. Needless to say, this dictum 
was disputed, and it is now fairly well ascertained that the disease of the 
cow can be transferred, by inoculation, to.man, showing that he is sus- 
ceptible of attack by one channel at least. 
were directed to the solution of the opposite question apparently. He 
prepared a pure culture of the bacilli of human tubercle. This he used 
to inoculate the cow. The bacilli were so treated that they retained their 
full measure of disease producing qualities. Inoculated with this human

Wit originally was synonymous with knowledge, but in the process af 
specializing the qualities of mind and differentiating language the word 
has come to be used chiefly in a restricted sense. It has been defined as: 


_ “ Ready perception and happy expression of unexpected or amusing analo- 


gies or other relations between ideas apparently incongruous or unrelated; 


sudden and ingenious association of ideas or words carrying surprise and . 


delight.” The definition is top heavy with large words and with an ap- 
parent attempt to be logical and accurate; but, if capefully studied, it will 
be seen to express the real meaning of the word as now used. | 

Humor is defined as: “ The sportive exercise of the imagination that 
is apparent in the choice and treatment of an idea or theme and that de- 
lights in the incéngruous, the ludicrous, and the droll; distinguished from 
wit by greater sympathy, geniality, and pleasantry and less of intellectual 
subtlety and keen, cold analysis.” This definition also would seem to be 
overlearned, and yet in reality it is not so. Definitions of faculties 80 
subtle cannot be couched in ordinary language.

Howard Gould has not until recently taken 
an active part in business. He has accepted 
his share in the genera! work and attended 
the family councils. He has also tried « 
number of private speculations, but as he has 
had an assured income of $500,000 a year and 
is worth about $20,000,000, he has not felt the 
pressing necessity of hard work and has 
spent much time away from business. 

Frank J. Gould is 25 years old and worth 
Tully $18,000,000. As his father died when 
he was but 15 his business training has been 
in other hands.

Succeeds 
Handicaps in His Long 


Career. 


in Overcoming Many 


T the age of 90 years Jesse D. Carr is 
absolutely blind, totally deaf_in one 
ear, and so badly afflicted in the other 
that he hears none but trumpet 
tones. 

With these embarrassments he is an ardent 
believer in the “ strenuous life.”” He is the 
“ cattle king "' of California. He owns 30,000 
acres of land and has a large interestin a 
tract of 40,000 additional acres. He has bred 


some of the finest horses in the state. He 
has an ambition to live to be 100 years old 
and remain in constant supervision of his 
vast estates. 

Just to show that he is able still to continue 
in the management of his business he has 
just completeda little deal ’’ which includ- 
ed the sale of 10,000 acres of the richest land 
to be found ‘between Monterey and San 
Benito. No sooner had he closed this deal 
than he bought ar equal amount of land 
which rounds out his holdings in northern 
California and southern Oregon. 


Forces Neighbor to Sell. 

‘You see those 8,000 or 10,000 acres that 
I have just bought were in my way,” he 
explained with blunt directness the other 
day as he settled down ‘comfortably in his 
big revolving chair and elevated his feet 
on the well worn desk in the new offices he 
has just had built for his personal conven- 
ience on the edge of the wide lawn that sur- 
rounds his fine home—the White house, as 
some call it—in Salinas, ‘‘and I had to have 
them. They’ve been in my Way for a long 
time, but the other fellow finally realized 
that they were of a whole lot more use to 
me than they were to him, so we've just 
straightened the matter out to our mutual 
satisfaction. 

‘* Land is no good without water. He had 
the land, but I owned the water right. Now 
I own both. That's perfectly simple, nag! t 
and he chuckled unctuously. | 

Worked for AllHe Has. 

‘* Yes, some people do say I'm a hard man, 
but I guess that there’s not many of them 
who know me well. I've never gotten a dol- 
lar that I didn’t work for. Many times a 
millionaire now, eh? Well, I think I’ye got 
enough to keep me out of the poorhouse. But 
I never cared to make monéy just for its 
own sake, though my motto is, ‘ Work’ ‘hard; 
earn all you can—but—get all that’s coming 
to you.’- That’s how I came to own those 
£20,000 acres up in Modoc and—well, let me 
give you an idea what work will do. 

“ Away back in the 40s I was down in New 
Orleans in the cotton business. Things went 
to smash—né matter how. I worked about 
six years paying off the debts, [Over $300,- 
000, ‘tis said, though Mr. Carr is much more 
modest about the amount.J] That gave me 
experience enough to last me all my life, I 


dug out. 
Goes Broke Again. 

‘“ Plunged into the Mexican war with a 
long string of mules as a sort of trader and 
semi-official commissary to the Tennessee 
regulars. Got more experience. Had about 
$20,000 worth of goods on those pack mules, 
The guerrillas cleaned me out. Caught me 
in an ambush and robbed me of everything 
I had, even the mules. Left me more flat 
broke than I ever was before—or since. If 
vou’ve ever been that way you'll realize what 
a good motto mine is. Also why some people 
call me a hard man. Also why there are 
over 5,000 of the finest cattle that ever stood 
on the hoof now browsing on my little Modoc 
place. I swore then I'd never be broke again, 
and I never will.” 

He goes about his work now, working his 
way along by holding to hand rails Which 
have been built for him.

» IS HACKMAN. 


List of Arrests in 1902 Includes 
Neither, While Clergymen 
Are Booked.

OU wouldn’t believe it, perhaps, if it 
were not a fact registered in the rec- 
r ords of the police department, but in 

1902 not a gambler nor 4 hackman 

was arrested in Chicago, while 144 
attorneys and forty-two physicians came up 
to the official chalk line of police court 
reckoning. Two cfergymen were taken into 
custody and four bankers also surrendered 
to the majesty of the local constabulary, but 
the gambler and the hackman were un- 
known to the total of 70,314 arrests of the 
calendar year. 

All this is in direct contrast to populas be- 
lief. From the records, however, one truth 
holds good in these figures—that “ satan 
finds some mischief still for idle hands to 
do ’’; for out of these 70,814 persons arrested, 
21,546 classed as having “‘ no occupation.” 
Next to the idle ones in numbers came labor- 
ers, and of these 15,894 were taken in the 


twelve months. 
Teamster a Trouble Maker. ~* 

The classifications of these persons by oc- 
cupations, regardless of the charges against 
them, reveals interesting facts. For in- 
stance, the teamster is a ‘trouble maker for 
the police, 3,248 of them having come to book 
during the year. Even the obliging clerk of 
fact and fiction was arrested 2,253 times in 
the year. 

Compared with the carpenter, the average 
br:cklayer is peaceable. Eight hundred and 
forty-eight carpenters were arrested, as 
compared with only 289 bricklayers. The 
painter in comparison with the plumber is a 
terror in the proportion of 795 to only 243. 
The cook is a worse proposition than the 
waiter, for the waiters greatly outnumber 
the cooks, and yet were arrested in the Pro- 
portion of only 753 to 420. 

The machinist is a bad customer from the 
police view, being gathered in to the number 
of 933 in one year. The porter might be 
better than is suggested in the 788 arrests, 
while the janitor with 256 bookings to his 
discredit, might think of reforming his ways 
without distressing his tenants. Compared 
with dressmakers, the tailors are a bad class, 
the makers of gowns suffering only sixty- 
three arrests against the arrest of 585 mak- 
ers of trousers. 

The agent is troublesome to the extent of 
622 in a year; the barber has 407 arrests to 
the discredit of his trade, the bartender has 
607, and the saloonkeeper leads still further 
by 1,326. Ten hundred and sixty-three 


peddlers were arrested, with 603 merchants 


and only 131 milkmen. 
Disorderly Charge Most Common. 


Among the crimes and misdemeanors for 
which men and women are arrested in Chi- 
cago the one charge of “‘ disorderly ”’ covers 
more than does any other. For mere dis- 
orderliness 84,405 persons were taken into 
custody, constituting nearly half of the 
arrests for a year. Larceny leads in the 
crimes for which men are arrested, 4,463 
being taken on that charge, and an additional 
408 persons apprehended on the charge of 
larceny as bailee. Assault ranks next as an 
offense, 4,250 persons being held to account 
for this, which, with the other kindred 
classifications of assault on the books of the 
department makes a total of more than 
7,000 persons answered to the general charge. 
Arrests for burglary numbered 1,653, and 
1,030 persons were called to account for mak- 


} ing threats, 


More than 41,000 Set Free. 

Of the persons arrested on all charges, 
41,693 wére discharged in police courts, while 
only 17,825 were fined. More than 7,000 of 
the other prisoners were held to the higher 
courts, afterward to pay penalties under the 
laws of the state and of the United States. 

@€ the total of 70,314 arrested by the depart- 
ment, there were 42,805 white Americans and 
5.911 negro Americans, as compared with 
5.069 Germans, 3,420 Polanders, 3,157 Irish, 
1,842 Russians, 1,116 Italians, and 1,062 
Swedes. Nine Indians were arrested, as were 
ninety-nine Chinese. Two Cubans, two Ara- 
bians, and two Portuguese were locked up, 

The department, with fewer men than it 
has had since 1803, recovered more stolen 
property last y®ar than in any other year 
in its history. It received stolen property 
worth $20,000 more than the amount of losses 
reported, the latter valuation being $415,- 
728.88, and the recoveries in the aggregate 
being valued at $436,792.73. More property 
was stolen in Chicago in 1808 than ever be- 
fore or since. In the twelvemonth $656,330.15 
worth of valuables was taken; the imposi- 
tion of fines to the amount of $615,882.10 was 
the greatest in 1892, and the maximum num- 
ber of arrests in the last twenty years was 
96,847, in the year 1896—one of the “lean ”’ 
years in the history of Chicago.

Sensational Crop Damage Re- 
ports from. Northwest 
Cause Sharp Advance. 


IN SOUTH DAKOTA 


Manitoba and. Nebraska Esti- 
mates of Yields Reduced— 
Corn and Oats Firmer., 


Traditions of Saturday dullness were 
smashed to atoms by the activity of the 
wheat market, which gathered strength from 
the start, sold up nearly 2c from the Friday 
close, and held at top prices after a session 
marked by a great volume of trade. A per- 
fect storm of messages from the northwest, 
reporting damage by blight to the growing 
crop in South Dakota and Minnesota, fur- 
pished the mainspring of the upward move- 
ment. 

Temperatures in the spring wheat belt were 
unsdasonably cold and the northwest mar- 
kets evidently believed the situation was 
critical, for they were the first to advance, 
and gained fully as much as Chicago. There 
were reports from Manitoba of an equally 
discouraging tenor, the crop promise falling 
rapidly back and many fields being plowed up, 
while reports of disappointing yields kept 
coming from Nebraska and estimates of the 
total production in that state were reduced 
still farther. 

The market was a complete reversal of the 
form of the day before, when the same sert 
of news fell on deaf ears, because heavy 

yidation was stillin progress. All of that 
jéss was recovered and miore, and the trade 
was marked from the start by the scarcity of 
offerings. Some of the bull interests which 
had sold out on the previous bulge were busy 
September opened at 
and sold to closing at that fig- 
ure. December sold to 80%c, Hut reacted We 
at the close, dnd May stopped at 82\%-43§c, 
after selling at S2téc. 


Damage Claims Thick. 


The reports of damage in the northwest 
came frem every conceivable source and 
were too unanimous and positive to be gain- 
said, one Minneapolis dispatch reading: 
“ Every man returning from North Dakota 
and every letter we get from there reports 
serious damage from blight.” One of the 
most conservative elevator interests wired: 
“ Rust and blight have done damage in Min- 
nésofa and some parts of South Dakota, 
Difficult to tell to what extent, as it is in 
spots.” The advance was the easier because 
the scalpingtelement had figured on con- 
tinued liquidation. Perhaps the dislodging 
of one big local line brought on the advance 
and there was a great deal of short wheat to 
be covered in addition to the buying for long 
account. There was buying by Spencer from 
the start and through the session, replacing 
wheat sold cut the previous few days. The 
northwest bought here as well as in their 
own markets. Brokers who sold the day be- 
fore, supposedly for Armour account, were 
buvers all the way up on as large a scale. 

The small movement was still a stimulus to 
bull effort, 623,000 -bu at primary points, 
compared with 1,051,000 bu a year ago. Cash 
wheat was as strong as ever in the north- 
west, 86%4c at Minneapolis and 854%4c at Du- 
luth, and futures there 2c higher, September 
at Minneapolis up to 79%c and at Duluth 
sligc. The southwest markets were less 
excited, St. Louis ic higher, and Kansas 
City up 13$c. The English markets were 
closed and Paitis \c lower. Clearances were 
227.000 bu: export. sales at the seaboard, 

(4) bu. Broomhall estimated world’s 
ehipments at 7,200,000 bu, of which Europe. 
will take 6,400,000 bu. The English visible 
increased 1,428,000 bu, compared with a de- 
crease of. 5,000 bu a year ago. 


Slight Rally in Corn. 


There was a little selling rush in corn at 
the opening on continued rains in the south- 
west. but commission offerings were light 
and the market rallied quickly in sympathy 
with the wheat advance. Trade was dull, 
however, and the range narrow, closing 
prices, which were about the best of the day, 
uc to %c higher than on Friday. There was 
some selling for the southwest on the rain, 
some buying by Spencer. September was in 
the least demand, its premiums over Decem- 
ber and May narrowing. It closed at S2%c, 
December at Svc, and May at 5214-%c. There 
will not be much change in local stocks, and 
possibly a small increase in public houses.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP. | 


All the testimony from the wheat fields 
of the country was corroborative of what the 
trade had been listening to for weeks from 
nearly every section, a'tale of disappointing 
yields, actual or prospective, and as every 
disappointing prospect seems to. have been 
realized, the market disposition was to look 
for and believe in the worst. Traders were 
most impressed with the multiplicity of re- 
ports of damage by blight and rust in South 
Dakota, which has been the one section of 
the northwest holding out a promise of as 
S00d or better yields than last year. The 
harvest is on there and a message from an 
Aberdeen miller said the yield was about 
five bushels to the acre in that vicinity, and 
running that way from there to Yankton. 
Messages to Peavey said there were reports 
of damage by blight from Sioux Falls, 8. D.,'to 
Mitchell, Minn. Minneapolis wired Love: 

Every man returning from South Dakota 
and every letter we get from there reports 
serious damage from blight."" Van Dusen- 
Harrington wired McReynolds: ‘ Rust and 
blight have done damage in Minnesota and 
some parts of South Dakota. It is difficult 
to tellgto what extent, as it isin spots.” There 
were just as discouraging reports from across 
the Canadian line: claims from Manitoba 
that over a considerable area the wheat would 
hardly be worth cutting; that ithe crop had 
gone back steadily from its early promise. A 
private letter from a farmer forty miles from 
Winnipeg said there had not been a good 
rain there in a year, that many farmers were 
plowing up their wheat, and that he intended 
to turn stock into his. A message from Mel- 
rose, 8. D., declared wheat damaged 30 per 
cent by blight. A doleful plaint from Minne- 
apolis enumerated some other evils the erop 
is suffering pnder, saying: ‘‘ What with 
gsreen lice, bugs, and blight, it does not look 
as though we could raise much of a crop.- We 
are having a cold rain now and it is easy for 
the bulls."” Thrashing reports kept coming 
from Nebraska, running from 10 to 15 bu to 
the acre, and the Duff Elevator company of 
that state was quoted as reducing its estimate 
of the total yield to 35,000,000 bu.

Pacific has the same rule 
in temporary effect. The situation seems 
now to promise worse than in any previous 
year and there exists:a most pronounced 
prospect that the movement of grain will be 
greatly handicapped. The millers, at leqst, 
have the pleasure of knowing that if rail- 
Ways cannot move the grain‘out at once, 
there will be more of it left at home to sup- 
ply mills and no chance of a wheat scarcity 
at the fag end of the crop year.”

BANKS MAKE NEW RECORDS, 


SURPLUS RESERVE NOW HIGHEST 
SINCE JUNE, 1899. 


Deposits Also Pass Loans in Volume 
and the Figures Are Exceptionally 
Good—July Traffic of the Elevated 
Roads Makes a Fair Showing — Re- 
ceiver Potter Negotiating for the 
Sale of the Calumet Electric Street 
Raliroad—Market Opinion. 


In the New York bank statement issued 
yesterday deposits were shown to be larger 
than loans by $1,003,200, This is the first 
time the deposit account has been larger 
than the loan item since Feb. 28, when loans 
weré $950,156,300 and deposits were $956,206, - 
400. The fact of loans being greater than 
ceposits for so long has occasioned much 


comment in the financial centers of this) 


country and in London. Analysis shows, 
however, that banks were merely loaning 
their capital, surplus, and undivided profits, 
leaving still a wide margin as security for de- 
posits. 

_ Yesterday’s statement made another record 
in the fact that the surplus reserve reached 
$34,060,075. This is the highest since June 
7, 1899, when it stood at $39,323,100. It is 
$20,300,000 greater than the corresponding 


week last year and $12,000,000 greater than 


the corresponding week'In 1901. ; 

These favorable features were overlooked 
by the stock market, because of a small in- 
crease in loans yesterday, when it was ex- 
pected there would be a large decrease, owing 
to Uquidation in the stock market and the 
repayment of $85,000,000 of Pennsylvania 
railroad loans. New York bankers must 
know why loans continue to expand in the 
face of liquidation, but they have not as yet 
seen fit to disclose the reason. For others to 
attempt to explain is to guess.

Defense for Atchison. 

A Boston director of the Atchison is quoted 
by the Boston News Bureau as saying among 
Other things: 

“The Atchison road is getting into mag- 
nificent physical condition. During the last 
year 380,000 ties have gone under the rails 
of the Chicago division, charged to operating 
expenses, and the main lines of the system 
are being liberally equipped with*s5 pound 
rails. When the rails of one of our neigh- 
boring roads were being used in June by the 
Missouri river to festoon the trees about 
Kansas City, the Atchison road was sending 
127 passenger trains a day from its Grand 
avenue depot in Kansas City, and these dur- 
ing the worst day of the flood. 

“The cost to the Atchison system of the 
Missouri river breaking over its boun- 
daries was about half a million dollars, but 
where its waters ran 27 feet deep in June, 
Kansas corn is now two feet high. 

“The Atchison is not only in fine physical 
condition, but it has about $12,000,000 cash 
In the banks and $15,000,000 of available 
securifies in its treasury, most of them gen- 
eral mortgage 4s. 

“The Atchison railroad is still in many 
peoples’ minds a prairie road subject to floods 
and corn crop failures. The greatest flood it 
has ever seen was in June and this at only a 
pin point on th map, or the prosperity, of the 
company. Atchison is no longer acorn road; 
it lost its corn crop two years ago and you 
cannot find any depression to mark that loss 
in the monthly reports of the company’s 
earnings. Atchison could lose another corn 
crop and still pay dividends on its common 
stock, for Atchison can shrink $10,000,000 in 
gross earnings and $5,000,000 in net before 
endangering its dividends. a 

“When the Atchison railroad was first réor- 
ganized in 1889 that reorganization was based 
on gross earnings of $27,000,000, which were 
the earnings for the year ending June #6, 
1889. The net earnings were $6,770,000. 

“ At the present time the gross earnings of 
the Atchison road are well above $60,000,000, 
and the net earnings are well above $25,000,- 
000; in fact, the net earnings are now nearly 
as large as were the gross earnings fourteen 
years ago. 

" According to the last annual report we 
issued, Atchison common stock earned 9 6-10 
per cent. This year we shall earn $3,000,000 
more in gross, but the net earnings will be 
slightly less for the reason that we shall 
spend $2,500,000 more on our maintenance 
account and charge it all against expenses. 
The increased cost of conducting transporta- 
tion will be only $500,000. The slight reduc- 
tion in net earnings will be by reason of the 
$500,000 lost In the Kansas floods and the in- 
creased charges to maintenance. 

“The reorganized Atchison road has not 
made a bad investment in any respect either 
in the purchase or construction of new lines 
or the acquisition of oj] territory in Cali- 
fornia, where, on some of its lines, it is using 
oil for fuel which costs it nothing, as it owns 
tts own Oil fields and sells at a profit sufficient 
oll to give its locomotives fuel for nothing.” 


New York Money. 

An active broker on the New York Stock 
exchange is quoted as saying: 

“ Houses in good standing are having no 
trouble in getting all the money they need. 
Indeed, the banks are discovering that there 
is almost a rush to pay off. loans rather 
than to increase them, Ten months money 
is offered as low as 5% per cent, and there 
is a good deal offering at that rate. 

“There are a number of weak houses 
which are having trouble in getting ac- 
commodation at prevailing rates because 
the collateral offered is not fully satisfac. 
tory.”’ 

Rock Island’s Capitalization. 

The understood intention of the Rock 
Island company to issue $250,000,000 4 per 
cent refunding bonds has eaused a great 
deal of comment in Wall street. No one 
representing the company, however, has 
made any specific statement with reference 
to the uses the bonds are to be put except 


to refund outstanding issues. 


Including the Evansville and Terre Haute, 
which was secured last week, the net capi- 
talization, that is, omitting the capitaliza- 
tion duplicated by the issue of other securi- 
ties, may be summarized roughly as follows:

Most people are sat- 
isfied with the answer that they are the re- 
mains of an old bridge, yet the piles have a 
story or a mystery, for no one knows who 
built Long bridge. 

When the first settler came to Grass Lake 
he found a bridge three miles long stretched 
over the lake. No’ one lived there to use it. 
The bridge connects. * Klondike’s”’ place 

«with the old Long bridge road and Long 
bridge w 

The old bridge was in use until 1849, a 
year when the water reached an exception- 
ally high mark, and then it went down. A 
farmer with a heavy load of ice was driving 
across with a team of oxen when the old 
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planks refused to bear up under the load. 
‘The structure was then removed for the 
sake of safety. The piles still stand. 

One of the theories is that of John Jack- 
son, one of the oldest residents, who believes 
it-was Wullt by Astor’s party in 1786, when 
men went to the Columbia river to establish 
a fur trading station for the old American 
Fur Trading company. 

Others think the bridge was bullt by the 
United States army when Black Hawk was 
being subdued after his long war. The army, 
it is known, had to cross the lake about this 
place and no one would suggest the possi-

OMESTIC science, at once the oldest 
and the youngest of all the arts and 
sciences known to humanity, is un- 
doubtedly the most important of them 
all. Food and sleep, these are the two 

{ndispensable requisites without which no 
man may iong retain life and reason; 3 
proper study and understanding of domestic 
science insures both. The man who eats 
and sleeps well look, feels, acts, and is well; 
the well man is the man of good impulses, 
calm mind, real value to himself and his 
fellows. Domestic science, therefore, since 
& proper practice and exemplification of do- 
mestic science is potent to produce human 
beings of this description, may truly be said 
to create fine minds and bodies; it may well 
be admitted that it has much to. do witb 
creating fine souls. 

Cookery, the most important of all house- 
hold operations, is a part of domestic science. 
So are household economy, hygiene, home 
nursing, dietetics, household decoration, sew- 
ing, dressmaking, millinery, and every other 
branch of the home making that has long 
Since superseded housekeeping in the minds 
of intelligent women... Home making, indeed, 
is a Gisetinct and we'll recognized division and 
department of domestic science. And a long 
step toward the happiness and improvement 
of the human race was taken when real and 
guccessful home making was first considered 


as no longer a happy accident but a fine art. 


School to Teach the Science. 


Another long step forward, for Chicago 
people, came with the beginning of the do- 
mestic science work of the Armour Institute 
of Technology in 1893. The recognition and 
placing of domestic science as a branch of 
human knowledge to be most carefully 


taught and studied did much toward placing | 


the #rt of home making in its true light and 
pesition before the Chicago public. The 
‘thoughtful women of the clubs, and schools, 

‘and colleges, no less than the thoughtful 

masculine students of social perplexities, 

difficulties, and problems, have helped to 

maintain and preserve for the most im-. 
portant of all arts this attitude and attain- 
ment. Now, certain thoughtful and promi- 
nent Chicago women, unwilling that the 
work so carefully begun should be discon- 
tinued er its benefits lost to the city of its 
birth and adoption, have established a school 
where domestic science shall be most thor- 
oughly and effectually taught and studied, 
and where home making shall be not only 
taught in the best possible manner from a 
theoretical staridpoint but also reduced to 
that practical basis which admits of no mis- 
takes. Through the kindness and covdpera- 
tion of Mrs. Philip D. Armour the entire 
equipment of the domestic art and science 
department of the Armour institute is being 
used in this school, which has its headquar- 
ters.in the Burton block, corner of Lake and 
State streets. Through the cordial, un- 
selfish, and devoted coiperation of many in- 
dividuals and of the women’s clubs of-Chi- 
cago a schoo! fully equipped and qualified 
to meet the growing demand for trained 
workers in the different departments of the 
occupations so long considered sacred to 
womanly tastes and fingers has been brought 
into flourishing existence and made to do 
“notable work. 

To Cultivate Domestic Arts. 


The object of the organization back of the 
school is avowedly ‘‘to cultivate domestic 
arts, to ‘othe g scientific housekeeping, and 
to uplift domestic service.” 

The aim of this organization Is ‘‘ to teach 


cooking, leowing! dressmaking, millinery, 
home nursing, hygiene, and Household eco- 
nomics,’’ 

It hopes and intends, badlaba, to “ pro- 
mote discussion of household problems 
among women by arranging meetings for 
such discussion,’’ and to lead Chicago wom- 
en—young Chicago women especially, per- 
haps—in the household ways in which it is 
well for them to go. 

The membership of the Domestic Arts and 
Science organization is threefold in char- 
acter. 

Governing members pay $5 yearly for the 


privilege of voting on all matters pertaining 
to the school, and are also ieee ae to at- 


tend eighteen lectures. 


Associate members pay but 2 a year, and 


can attend and two demonstration lectures. 


And the third membership class consists 
of the club delegates, each club contributing 


a sum ranging from $10 to $50 being allowed 
to send one delegate, while every club con- 


tributing more than $50 may be represented 
This plan, it is claimed 
by the organization management, offers real

Subjects to Be Studied. 
Any one er all of the following subjects may 
be studied in the School of Domestic Arts and 
Sciences: 


dressmaking, millinery, 


Sewing, cooking, 
hygiene, home nursing, and household 
economy. 


The domestic science course of study out- 
line runs thus: | 

Cooks’ courses, nurses’ courses, waitress’ 
courses, children’s courses, chafing dish lec- 
tures, private lessons, evening classes in 
cookery for women employed during the day, 
cooks’ evening classes if iierp is a demand 
for such instruction. 

Courses in household economy, embracing 
many practical and scientific questions, such 
as hygiene, home nursing, and dietetics. 

The homemakers’ course is for the special 
purpose of teaching young women how to 
become good homemakers. This is a course 
of thirty weeks, and includes three courses 
each in cooking, sewing, and hygiene; one 
course each in hgme economics, sanitation, 
ventilation, and household econ- 
omy. 

Sewing is taught Fa the domestic arts de- 
partment in three courses. the special. tech- 
nical, and children’s branches of the work. 
Dressmaling is taught with special 
technical courses. This branch also teaches 
drafting of patterns, designing, and com- 
bination of colors, as well as instruction in 
the proper and wise purchase of materials. 

Millinery is taught with the aid of both 
special and technical courses. The instruc- - 
tion in this branch is both practical and 


artistic In character and kind. 


Teachers for either cooking or sewing can 
be sent from the school to classes formed 
by those living at too great a distance to 
‘attend the school sessions—a valuable point 
for mothers of young daughters to remember. 
To all governing members of the association 
six demonstration lectures in cookery will be 
offered during the fall term. and six sewing 
lectures during the winter period. while the 
spring term will be marked by six lectures 
on household economy.

Scope to Be Broad. 
Such questions as those of a diet kitchen, 
a normal school, and the possible codperation 
with many of the training schools for nurses 


@f this city in a nurses’ special’ course will 


come up for consideration and discussion 
with the opening of the scholastic year, on 
Oct. 5, 1903, and the work of the school will be 
extended in every manner possible. In order 
that even the women who cannot pay for the 
instruction may receive it, the scholarship, 
plan is urged upon the attention of those 
other Chicago women who can and are will- 
ing to spare a few dollars for the good of 
their fellow sisters and humanity at large.

Fifty dollars will establish a scholarship 
in dny two of the following courses: Sew- 
ing, dressmaking, millinery, or cookery for 
home use; the two courses to include one 
year of instruction. 

Thirty-five dollars will establish a scholar- 
ship in any one of the courses mentioned, the 
course to include three terms of instruction. 
The beneficiary of any scholarship may be 
named either by the dénors of the scholar- 
ship or the school directors, subject to the 
final decision of the board of managers.

For’ six months it 
lay there, an immovable mass, on account 
of the hundreds of tone of dredging gear.

Romance of Art Institute Relic. 


HE association in the popular mind of 

old family art treasures with some sort 

of romance is pretty well founded. 

For romance usually proceeds from

Jt Is big enough to hold a bale or two of hay, 
and was once packed full of the finest of 
Holland linen, worth thousands of dollars. 
It is the last of a household treasury worth 
‘many scores of thousands. When some of 
these valuable stores were sold at Green Bay, 
Wis., ten years ago buyers came even from 

. New York. Briefly, this is their story: 

Barly in the century an elegant Norwegian 
nobleman. master of several languages, a 
#cientist, attendant at the court of Gustavus 
TV., and son ofa prime minister, was expect- 
ed by his father to marry a princess and suc- 
ceed to his family honors. Suddenly he be- 
came a Moravian. His expulsion and dis- 
grace from church and state, as well as from 
hie inheritance, followed. After marrying 
in Germany he went as a missionary to Dutch 
Guiana, or Surinam. As missionaries so oft- 
en do, he survived his wife and married the 
daughter of a Dutch court family. As a 

‘child she was the playmate of the present 
queen's father... Heading a Moravian colony 
they came to Fort Howard, near Green Bay. 

“* Wis. But the paternalism of the scheme 
blighted it, and the nobleman and his wife, 
now only Mr. and Mrs. Tank, having invested 
their funds in the land, had to live there the 

- rest of thelr days. Their house was once 
awned by the pelt trading Astor, founder of 
the well known American family. Invest- 
ments in the Chicago and Northwestern road 
and the Fox river canal were also lost. 

From time to time, however, the estate was 

~ Increased by masses of gold and silver plate, 
‘rich stuffs, bric-Aa-brac, jewels, brocades, 

china, porcelain. ancient cofns of great value, 
and curios of all kinds from all parts of the 
world, and like cargoes of the wife's ances- 
tral possessions abroad, as they fel) due. 
After the death of husband and daughter 
the widow began disposing of her treasures, 
chiefly for the benefit of foreign missions. 

Among these was a chapel in Pekif in charge 

of Miss Mary C. Porter, daughter of the 

Rev. Jeremiah Porter, once pastor of the 

First Presbyterian church in Chicago. Three 


years ago the chapel was destroyed by the _ 


hoxers. Through Miss Porter's influence 
she also founded a home for missionary chil- 
dren at Oberlin, O. Mrs. Tank sent her be- 
titled and becrested plate to the Philadeiphia 
mint to be melted into bullion and the 
proceeds given to missions. For twenty 
or thirty years after her husband's death 
she lived almost alone in the treasure 
crammed house which she thus gradually 
despoiled for the cause she had so much at 
heart. Her will bequeathed what was left to 
the Rev. Jeremiah Porter as her executor, 
who was succeeded by -his son, James W. 
Porter of Chicago. They were empowered 
to distribute it for missionary purposes. The 
Holland library of 5,000 volumes was left to 
the University of Wisconsin. It was so rare, 
- and valuable that in determining the Vene-

Sfor authoritative information not to be found 
“elsewhere in this country. The surviving 
- relic, the great linen chest, was deposited in 
the Art institute by the executor, where it 


will probably remain. 
Verestchagin’s Snow Scenes. 


E Chicagoans who met the Russian 
painter, Verestchagin, or saw his pic- 
tures of war. realistic and almost re- 
volting as he intended them to be, did 

not realize probably that he might be the 
hero of a battle of his own—a fight that 
he brought on himself, and in which he and 
his brave wife came nearly perishing. 

In order to get the actual effects of light 
and color on the snow at the extremest 
heights he recently set out to scale the 
mountain of Kunchinjunga, in the Himalay- 
as. five and a half miles high—next to Mount 
Everest. He obstinately repudiated and 
even resented the advice he got not to.at- 
tempt it, especially in company with his 
wife, who insisted on going with him. The 
natives, accustomed to the hot plains, soon 
stopped and went back. After a weary toil 
for three miles in height his guides also 
@bandoned him. He still persisted, laden 
with provisions and his artist's outfit, until 
‘besieged by a snow storm. The snqw put out 
their fire, thelr provisions were exhausted, 
and for twenty-four hours they tried to sub- 
gistonsnow. His wife at last becoming help- 
less, he left her, hardly hoping to see her 
again. After much struggle and suffering he 
succeeded in reaching the guides, whom he 
finally persuaded to return for his wife. For- 
tunately, they found and savedher. He dis- 
covered snow effects that he will scarcely be 
able to put upon canvas, unless for the pur- 
pose of making mountain climbing as un- 
popular as he has tried to do for war.

He was him- 
self a caricaturist and outdickensed Dickens. 
This might have been barely tolerable in 
iliustrating the comedy of his stories,’ but 
when it came tothe pathos it made it ridicu- 
lols and‘probably marred Dickens’ literary 
art as Thackeray did by some of his illustra- 
tions of his°"own work. At any rate, Cruik- 
shank injured_his own reputation so much 
that at a sale of his original works in Lon- 
don a few.days ago -the Dickens plates 
brought comparatively low prices.

Found in Hands of Unap- 
reciating Owners. 


WO purchases made reoently by Amer- 
icans of wealth heave illustrated the 


paintings worth thousands of dollars, 
painted years ago by celebrated artists, 


stroying forces may have passed over the 
land. An old family mey have paseed away 
and its property may have been scattered. 
In. many ways one of the almost priceless 
pictures may have been lost. 

The two pictures purchased by Americans 
fllustrate the romance of the finding of such 
paintings. 

Not long ago a picture Was discovered in 
the cottage of a peasant in a smal! village of 
the department Seine et Oise which proved 

on cleaning to be a Tintoretto, since pur- 
chased by an American collector for nearly 
$15,000. The discovery of the picture was 
made by a passing tourist who happened to 
have an acauaintanee with art matters. 
Twenty years before that time, in the lum- 
ber room of a chateau not far from the vil- 
lage, the peasant had been overturning some 
rubbish, and he had found the picture in a 
small and dilapidated frame. 


Rubbish Sells for 915,000. 


for a few dollars. 


tracted by the picture, paid the peasant a 
sum far in excess of that which he had paid 
for the entire lot of rubbish he had bought 
at the chateau, and carried it to a well known 
art dealer. The dealer recognized the vaiue 
and offered $5,000 for the picture. This was 
refused by the tourist, who finally eold the 
picture to the Americen for three times that 
sum, 

The meade picture, which has been pur- 
chased by a citizen of San Francisco, was 
found by a picture dealer in a peasant’s cot- 
tage near Rouen. It is.worth $5,000. The 
dealer smiled and declined to say what price 
he paid for the painting. in buying it from 
the peasant who owned it. 

In Holland many discoveries of famous 
paintings are made, but the majority are fic- 
titious ones. Few real onee become known 
out a select. circle of art dealers and con- 
noiseséurs. However, a genuine find did oc- 
cur not long-ago when a picture by Cuyp 
worth nearly $2,000 was discovered nailed 
to a wardrobe to form the panel of what 
originally had been a looking glass. 

The owner explained that he had picked 


‘the picture up at auction and had thought it 


was cheaper to use kt thus than to get a sub- 


Learns Value of a Correggio. 

One of the chief picture deaiers of London 
not long ago was brought a painting by a 
man to whom it had been left as a legacy. 
The man did not think much of it. In fact, he 
was disappointed that he had not been left 
$100. 

The dealer recognized it at once 4s a Cor- 
reggio and made him an offer of $250 for it. 
He probably could have had it for $50 had not 
a friend of his told him that a picture for 
which a dealer was willing to give $250 must 
be worth much more. So he returned the 
next day and said he had decided not to part 
with it. The offer was doubled and sex- 
tupled, but he refused. The value of the pic- 
ture finally was discovered to be $2,000. 

An almost equally romantic find was made 
some time ago in the west of England. It 
was a Kneller, a portrait of a gentleman of 
the time of Charles Il., which was dis¢overed 
hanging in a cottage not far from Yeovil. 
How this particular portrait, which was 
found to be a fafrly well. known one, hap- 
pened into the possession of the owners of the 
cottage could never be discovered: It cer- 
tainly had been in the. possession - ‘of the 
grandfather of the man-then holding it. It 
was found dirty and begrimed with age. 


Descendant Finds Ancestor’s Portrait. 


The findipg of the picture in itself was re- 
markable, for it was a young woman de- 
scended from the family of which a member 
had posed for the painting who made the dis- 
covery. She had been reading of the finding 
of a picture a few weeks before, and while 
sitting in a room of the cottage was attracted 
by this painting. It was taken down at her 
request and examined. The _ inspection 
proved its value. Since it has been restored 
to the family. Its price has been oore at 
$6,000. 

And recnntiy: in Paris Itself, a Claude was 
unearthed from amidst a whole pile of can- 
vases which had been purchased by an old 
furniture dealer for a mere song. It was 
picked out by an artist living in Montmartre 
as a canvas on which he might paifit- some- 
thing else. Upon getting it home to his 
studio he was curious enough to examine it 
closely and then cleaned it, with the result 
that he immediately saw that what he had 
hastily supposed was of little value was a 
painting worth many thousand francs. Asa 
matter of fact, it fetched over $6,000 when 
auctioned at one of the picture sales, and 
now hangs in the gallery of a noted Paris 
amateur. 

Uses a Holbein for Sliding Door. 

Perhaps one of the most curious uses to 
which a picture of any value has ever been 
placed was the Holbein painted on a piece of 
mahogatiy and used as a sNding panel of a 
serving hatch ina Dutchinn. When cleaned 
is was sold for $1,600, and except that it had 
evidently been trimmed to serve the re- 
markable purpose to which it had been ap- 
plied, it ntight possibly have fetched ten 
times as much. 

Most people are acquainted with the 
strange story of the disappearance and re- 
covery of Gainsborough’s portrait of the 
duchess of Devonshire, but this is by no 
means the only case in which valuable paint- 
ings have for one reason or another disap- 
peared. Many stories might be told of such 
disappearances. One or two examples have 
been afforded by: pictures which, for family 
reasons, have been removed from theif gal- 
leries and have been either mislaid or lost. 
One of the family portraits painted by Rae- 
burn was removed at the commencement of 
the previous century from a picture gallery 
in one of the oldest manor houses in the 
Midland counties because the person de- 
picted in it quarreled with her father and 
was sald to have disgraced herself by a run- 
away match. This picture has yet to be dis- 
covered. What became of it no one knows. 
It seems unlikely that it was actually de- 
stroyed, unless by accident. What seems far 
more likely is that it is still lurking in some 


‘lumber room of the house, or has been ac- 


quired by some one who neither knows the 
subject nor the value of the picture. 


Angry Father Secretes a Lely. 


A similar mischance occurred to a paint- 
ing by Sir Peter Lely, which mysteriously 
disappeared after having been cut out of its 
frame by a wrathfui old man who had disin- 


ge 
the missing canvas, and the frame, which 
he had alwaye allowed to remain empty in 
the gallery, was removed. The canvas, how- 
ever, has never come to light, and the sup- 

is that he either secreted it in one 
or other of the many cupboards or behind 
some paneling, of actually burned the pic- 
ture, which he had threatened to do, Who- 
ever finds thie example of Lely’s genius may 
reckon on. a-rich reward, either from the 
head of the family who now owns the estates 
or from any dealer to whom he might happen 
to sell the painting. 

Not more than ten years ago two valuable 
paintings, which had been stolen during the 
commune in Paris from one of the private 
picture galleries of the French capital, were 
discovered hanging side by side in the parlor 
of an inn not far from Brest, How they 
traveled from Paris to this little village in 
the extreme west of France remains a mys-

~ PRENCH BANKERS 


FEAR MURDERERS 
Primitive Doing Busi- 
ness Exposes Them to 
Grave Danger, 


Bankers the world over are marked out by 
criminals, as their prey. BY no means an 
easy prey) it may be said in passing, because 
tankers naturally surround themselves with 

utions which seem to defy all criminal 
attempts. Though the English banker has 
rarely to dread violence or the knife of the 
assassin, on the continent in general and in 
France in particular, murder is one of the 
dangers with which bankers have to count. 
Not the bankers themséives, of course, but 
their employés. 

The reason for this difference lies in the 
fact that abroad the banking system is alto- 
gether different from that practiced in Eng- 
land. In France and elsewhére on the conti- 
nent checks are still so little used that it is 
certain nine out of ten Frenchmen don’t 
know what a check is. When a manu- 
facturer, for instance, sends his goods as per 
order to a customer in trade, he at the same 
time draws upon him for the amount of the 
invoice. This draft is made payable at a 
date agreed upon when the order was 
The manufacturer then sends this draft to 
his bank,. which discounts it for him.. The 


draft, when it becomes due, is presented at [ 


the house of the debtor by a bank clerk, who 
in efchange receives the amount for which 
it is made paya 


| Carry Large Sums. 

Anybody who has been some time in France 
must have noticed these collecting clerks as 
they hurry briskly along the streets in their 
smart blue uniforms and cocked hats, with 
huge leather satchels chained to their bod- 
jes. As these drafts are usually made paya- 
ble at the middle or the end-of each month, 
it will be easily understood that on such 
days these collecting clerks have large sums 
to bring back to the bank at nights. It may 
be added that these men are often old and 
that they are not usually armed. 

Under these: circumstances it is not sur- 
prising they should occasionally be marked 
out as victims by criminals of more than 
ordinary audacity. This degree of audacity, 
indeed, is requisite, for the appearance of 
the “man in blue ” is always noticed at each 
house which he enters. A debt collector, he 
is known asthe “ fat remover.” Ifa ‘‘ blue ”’ 
clerk were seen to go into a house and not ta 
leave it the house porter, the neighbors, or 
the people over the way would immediately 
begin to talk. In spite of all these difmfi- 
culties cruel murders have been done to ob- 
tain possessiom#® of the heavily weighted 
satchels. 

Killed in Busy Street. 

Four thousand dollars was the reward of 
the brutal murder of a bank clerk named 
Sebalte, committed by a marine store 
dealer named Martin, whose audacity 
may be gauged by the facts that 
his shop was in one ofthe busiest 
streets of Paris, the Rue St. Lazare, 
and that the commission of the crime took 
place at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when hun- 
dreds of people were passing the shop every 
minute. It transpired that Martin had man- 
aged so that a draft should be presented to 
him for payment with the deliberate inten- 
tion of killing and robbing the man with 
the satchel. And when Sebalte handed him 
the oblong slip of paper he ran him through 
the body with a sword, emptied the satchel 
into his pockets, and decamped. Arrested 


soon afterwards and sent for trial he had the 


luck to appear before a merciful jury, which 

found extenuating circumstances in a case 

where malice prepense and cold blooded 

cruelty were preéminent. He got off with 
. transportation. 

The man Carrara, executed for a similar 
offense, had laid no trap and there was noth- 
ing to prove that he had premeditated his 
crime.. The draft was ted to him in 

“the ordinary course of his business as an inn- 
keeper. The Italian was financially in a 
bad way, and this was known in the neigh- 
borhood. Still no suspicion attached to him 
at first when it became known that the col-

mitted having received the clerk’s visit and

Betrayed by a Coin. 

After the bank authorities had concluded 
their employé h absconded, a woman pre- 
sented herself at the head police office and 
stated that Mme. Carrara, in paying a long 
standing account, had given a certain 5 franc 
piece which was recognized at once as one 
which the informant had pai 
clerk on the day of his disappearance. Sus- 
picion was thus aroused against the Italian 
and a @sit of the police to the inn followed. 
In a cinder heap traces of the unfortunate 
bank clerk were discovered. Not much, a 


‘ charred button or two, embossed with the 


name of the bank, and the twisted metal- 
work of a bank satchel. All had been con- 
sumed—all except a button or two—enough to 
send the man to the guillotine. It was the 
desecration of the corpse, no doubt, which 
hardened the hearts of the jury, for in France 
the. dead are held in sacred reverence. 

The famous Lacenaire was the originator 
of this form of crime, and the trap he laid 
for the bank clerk, Genevay, was almost suc- 
cessful. He had laid his plans carefully, se- 
lecting an address so that Geneva called 
there when the satchel was fu That 
Genevay escaped with only a wound from the 

wl which Lacenaire had prepared for 
him was because the latter had not yet be- 
come an adept in the art of murder. He be- 
came a pastmaster in assassination later On, 
and was the lion of Paris, poetized and pos- 
tured to the end; the most cynical murderer 
whose. head ever fell under the knife of the 


guillotine. 
Plunder Disposed Of in London. 


- That burglars in France should venture to 
break into banks is because France is full of 


guarded. Every small money changer and 
some solicitors carry on banking businesses. 
The plunder usually takes the form of scrip, 
stocks, and shares, and invariably finds its 
way to London. Now, as alli stocks and 
shares are numbered, their sale in the open 
market is stopped at once. Howevers the 
thieves, through an agent, who is sometimes 
a solicitor, always manage to get a fair “‘re- 

ward” for their work. The London agent 
writes to the man who has been robbed on 
the continent andgoffers to return him his 
property on payment of a commission, which 
is never less than 30 per cent of the market 
value ef the stolen shares. As for legal rea- 
sons the English police are unable to assist 
the foreign victim in the recovery of his prop-

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“FORCED TO HUSTLE. 


Smaller Chicago Undertakers* Do 
Not Average One Funeral 
in Two Weeks, 


[TY the poor ambulance chaser. He 
needs the money.” 

Something had been printed 
about an undertaker who had so 
strained the ethics of his profes- 
gion as to make inquiries at a hospital before 
the patient was dedd, and the speaker was 
a downtown undertaker, who has made a 
fortune burying Chicago's dead. 

“There is a common saying,’ continued 
the prosperous funeral director, “ that 
*sooner or later you must settle with the 
undertaker.” True enough it is, but long 

, before some of our present invalids are dead 
the undertakers of today will have joined 
them, through starvation, or will have been 
driven to some other line of business. 

“Few realize the position of the Chicago 
undertaker and as applying to his precarious 
livelihood a few figures will speak more 
eloquently than words.” 

Deaths Number 30,000 Each Year. 
prosperous one scribbled for a moment 
oma piece of scratch paper, then continued: 

* Let us say, for instance, that Chicago has 
a population of 2,000,000 persons. Well, the 
death rate last year was 14.49 to the thousand. 
We'll concede the fractions, and call the 
@eath rate fifteen. persons to the thousand, 
and we have 80,000 persons dead last year. 
The number seems large, you think? Per- 
haps, but wait till we go a bit farther. | 

““At present in Chicago theré are 387 li- 
censed undertakers—men who have money 
invested in their business am? who have 
satisfied not only the city health depart- 
iment but the state board-of health that 
they are capable of burying the dead. Thirty 
' thousand deaths a year supply these 387 
men with their only means of livelihood, and 
when you come to divide 30,000 by 887 you 
have in round numbers seventy-elght fu- 
nerals for each undertaker. And even at this 
the figures are deceptive. 


» Few Houses Monopolize Business. 
“In the downtown district some of the 


undertakers—and. I. am ene of them—have. 


more than their share of business. The 
sam® is true of the business on the north 
side, the west side, and the south side. On 
the north side, for instance, a certain house 
has almost a monopoly of the business for 
miles around. It gets all the police cases— 
suicides, accidental deaths, etc.—and, be- 
sides, this establishment in question stands 


in the estimation of individuals, as 


as having an agreement with perhaps a 
score of secret societies to bury their dead. 
Om the south side is another concern that 
@njoys perhaps even greater patronage. The 


Slant,’ as we call it, of thie south side con- 


cern could not be duplicated for less than 
$50,000. It ownsitsown building, its hearses, 
ite carriages, and the various other acces- 
@ories that go to make a first class under- 
taking establishment. 
~~" I merely mention these things in ex- 
teruation of the so-called ‘ambulance chas- 
eful creature if let alone’ 
Will fight for its life when cornered, and the 
@ndertaken who finde himself without funer- 
ale must-fight his way in the business world 
or suffer the loss of his training and invest- 
ment. With only seventy-elght funerals to 
each undertaken a year, if evenly divided, 


there would not be even a living in the busi- 


ness, but with the big establishments get- 
ting more than their share of trade it is safe 
te gay that some of the smaller houses do 
not average a funeral once in two weeks. 


Small Profit in $100 Funerals. 

“ The cost of a funeral? That depends, but 
it ie safe to say that the tndertakers in the 
-outiying districts do not average more than 
$100. This amount includes al] the work of 
the funeral director and hfs helpers, as well 
as the casket and services of a hearse and 
one carriage. Caskets are a costly thing 
nowadays and by the time the undertaker 
is done with the $100 funeral he has little 
left in the way of profit. And, mind you, this 
funéral comes only once in two weeks’ 

“The average undertaker, as I figure it, 
has from $3,000 to $5,000 invested in his busi- 
ness. The grocer with an equal outlay of 
capital can do business every day, but not so 
the supposedly opulent undertaker—the man 
with whom you * must settle sooner or later.’ 


Money Lost on “Police Cases’’ 


“There are many things to be taken into 
consideration when the burying of the dead 
is at issue. Take the police cases, for in- 
stance: Perhaps a body is found floating in 
the lake. It is turned over to the police, and 
the police, in turn, must have some place 
near at hand where they can leave it and be 


‘gatisfied that ft will receive proper care. 


These bodies in many cases have been in the 
. water so long that identification is difficult, 
and as a result the undertaker, after all his 
work and not a little expense, finds it neces- 
sary to turn the body over to the county for 
burial because no one has called to claim it. 
The county accepts the body, puts it intoa 
pine box, and inmters it. The undertaker 
gets nothing far his work, nor is he com- 
pensated for t2@ expense which he has un- 
dergone. 
'."*In other cases, we will say, these bodies 
that are brought in by the police are identi 
fied and claimed by relatives. . Perhaps—as 
aften is the case—the relatives are without 
Means, or are able to pay for only the cheap- 
sort of a funeral. Under these circum- 
mees the undertaker accepts what is of- 
fered him and tries to feel happy that it isno 
worse, 
Societies Demand Cut Rates. 

“Then again there are the scores of benev- 
olem s ties, each of which thinks itseif 
entitied to a special rate for the burying of 
its dead. There is so much competition that 
the cut rates generally are granted. Still 
another thing that must not be lost sight of 
is the infant mortality. Few parents will 
pay the legitimate cost of a funeral when a 
baby is dead, and yet the expense to the un- 
dertaker is almost the same as if the body 
was that of an older person. The parents— 
and they do not necessarily come from the 
poorer walks of life—seem to think that they 
should have cut rates on the babies, the same 
as Af they were taking them on a railway 
journey. 

“Take it altogether, there is some excuse 
for the ambutance chaser, although we must 
regret the condition that forces him to ex- 
trethes.”’

Thorough Education Is Necessary. 

“ Am undertaker,” he said, “ must not only 
understand embalming but must have a 
knowledge of anatomy. must educate 
himself for his profession. AN this costs 
money, but even after he ‘has fitted himself 
for his profession, as he thinks, he may 
find it difficult to convince the authorities 
that his knowledge is sufficient to entitle 
him to Heenese. 

“3 know of two caves where men went 
thrgugh a course of study and were li- 
censed by the state bourd of health without 
question. Then came the final rub. They 
desired to do business in Chicago but their 
qualifications were not satisfactory to the 
city health department, and they were re 
fused a permit to open establishments in the 
Gty. The city health department is even 
more strict than the state board, and the 
mere fact that one has passed the first ex- 
amtnation does not necessarily mean that he 
will-pass the second.

summer resort has proved to be the greatest 

attraction and an appreciated summer di- 

version. Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, and 

Indiana have the largest humber of asso- 

ciations of this kind of any section of the 

United States. 

Monona assembly, located on Monona lake, 
at Madison, Wis., is one of the oldest of 
these institutions. Delavan assembly occu- 
ples its own grounds on a beautiful point 
of land on the lake of that pame. The Rock 
River assembly at Dixon is a great card for 
the thousands of Chicago and other people 
who spend the summer in the romantic spots 
along this historic Illinois stream. The 
grounds occupy a bluff overlooking the river 
and are shaded by towering oaks, among 
which many Chicago people have built cot- 
tages that they occupy all summer.

_ Woman's News in Papers. 
N comparing the newspaper of twenty-five 
or thirty years ago with that of today the 
reader is struck by the conspicuous ab- 
-gence of everything relating to women. 
In a few papers the woman's corner 

s¢ had scarcely reached the dignity of a 
-*eolumn "—was coming into existence, but 


. #t was strictly Mmited to recipes for cooking 


end designs for needlework. Even the 
features, the countless expert 
suggestions which are found in every paper 
end magazine today, were not included, as 
it was universally belleved that the ‘‘ mother 
instinct,"” which was supposed in some mysr- 
terious way to be born with the baby. was 
equal to every emergency... The _ editors 
jearned after awhile that the women liked to 
read about themselves and their especial do- 
main, and that even the men were peeping in 
surreptitiously, so the corner eventually 
proadened into a page. Women organized 
clubs, entered the colleges, adopted profes- 
sions, and engaged in outside industrial life. 
To keep up with the procession a portion of 
the allotted space had to be given to these 
new activities, and the “ household ” mat- 
ter finally found itself crowded back into iis 
original corner. The most astonishing thing 
of all.was that some of the masculine editors 
actually found that a woman herself was 
better fitted to edit a woman’s page than 
a man. But these instances were not fre- 


quent. 
Now, as the new century opens. most of the 


Jarge, papers have discarded the separate 


page and practically thrown open the whole 
paper to omnipresent woman, and she comes 
One who will scan any 
ecition of the metropolitan dailies for the 
express purpose of secing the part woman 
piays will be amazed to find how few are the 
columns in which she has no mention. Some- 
times she figures creditably, sometimes 
ihe contrary, but she is everywhere in evi- 
dence, in the telegraphic news, along educa- 
ticnal lines, in the field of sport, on the plat- 
form, in civic work, and on the editorial page. 
Twenty-five years ago, when one of the early 
woman writers made the experiment of con- 
ducting a department of current events ina 
Saturday evening paper, she was continually 
told by nien that they read it with great in- 
tcrest because they had always wanted to 
know what women thought on the questions 
of the day. There is no longer any doubt on 
this point, as they express themselves freely 
by voice and pen on all subjects and at all 
times and places, and have their interviews 
and their pictures in the papers the same as 
the masculine half of humanity. The tradi- 
tion that men had a monopoly of wisdom 
and understanding has been exploded. 
There is one exception to the omnipresence 
of woman. From the domain of politics and 
all that it includes she is conspicuously ab- 
sent. What are womman’s opinions on the 
currency question, the tariff, the trusts, gov- 
ernment ownership, direct representation? 
Whom do they favor for the next president? 
Nobody knows and—nobody cares. If the 
public cared it would know, for many in- 
telligent women study these vital issues and 
have well digested ideas concerning them, 
but these would be regarded as having s0 
little value that they wisely refrain from 
expressing them. The masses of women are 
bettter informed on all other questions than 
on those of a political nature for the obvious 
reason that on every other their opinions 


are respected and they may aid. in, deciding 


them. Therefore, in the chronicle of events 
relating.to the holding of the offices and the 
administration of the government the name 
of a woman is rarely mentioned. 

Why is it that In the whole range of the 
work of the world the political part of it is 
the only one from which woman is excluded? 
Simply and solely because this is the only 
one from which men as a body have the 
‘power to exclude her. She would have been 
barred out from all the others if the entire 
mass of men had been allowed to pass upon 
her admission. The founders made this a 
self-perpetuating male government and vest- 
ed in men the absolute power to forever pre- 
vent women from having any share in it 
beyond that of paying taxes for its support. 


Thus we see women deprived of all part in». 


the administration because they have no po- 
litical power, and deprived of political power 
because they have not the suffrage, and de- 
prived of the suffrage because men possess 
the authority to withhold it. 

Because of these conditions not only have 
women's opinions on politics no value but 
the tmportance of their views on al] ques- 
tions is greatly minimized. In other depart- 
ments, where they have been allowed com- 


péerative frectben and have been able to dem- 


onstrate their ability, they have acquired 
considerable influence, but even this is im- 


measurably less than it would be if they 
could support their ideas with action. There 
must be force behind sentiment to make it 
effective, but it is no longer necessary that 
this should be physica! force. Most of the 
economic advance of society must be made 
through legislation, and it is this kind of 
advancement in which the women of the 
new century are especially interested. They 


- May temporize, but they most ultimately face 


the truth, that they never will be a power 
scriously to be reckoned with until they can 
control legislation through the legitimate 
means of the franchise. 


Women Do Work, Men Get Honor. 


The work that is being done by the various 
organizations of women can hardly be esti- 
mated. A partial list of specific things re- 
cently published filled half a column of a 
newspaper. It ranged from a campaign for 
the ballot to the hanging of pictures in the 
schoolroom, with everything in between that 
could be devised for the real or fancied bene- 
fit of mankind. Some of these had originat- 
ed with men, others were new ideas of wom- 
en, but all demonstrated beyond doubt that 
the humanitarian work of the world is large- 
ly passing into the hands of women. This 
should be qualified, perhaps, by saying tha 
the great institutions for this purpose ar 
still almost wholly under the control of men, 
but in their endowment women are now 
bearing a share fully in proportion to their 

means, and eventually they will have at least 
an equal part in their management. 
Men asaclass are perfectly willing toshare 
labor with women, but they are yét a long 
way from being ready to share control. A 
conspicuous example of this is seen in the 
church. A writer in the New York Sun re- 
cently demanded that women should be made 
vestrymen. ‘“ They have always taken the 
burden of church work on themselves,”’ he 
said, “and oftentimes they have actually 
performed the duties of offices of which their 
husbands have borne the titles.’”’ True, but 
its the title, not the work, which the men 
want. A minister once said tod the writer 
of this, in epeaking of a trustee: ‘* He is 
utterly worthless, but his wife is the best 
worker in the church, and we had to reward 
her in way.’’ Far from electing women 
as vestrymen, the vast majority of Epis- 
copal churches will not even permit a woman 
to vote on what men shall fill this office. The 
men in the church are not especially to blame 
for their attitude. They inherited it from 
Moses, who had a direct revelation from 
Jehova commanding it. It has been left 
for the womens of the present generation to 
set aside a good many alleged divine in- 
junctions in regard to their sex, and those 
of the future will attend to the ones which 
still remain in force. It requires a long time 
to transform a jelly fish into a vertebrate. 

Women are organizing their own institu- 
tions’ nowadays, and in that way they are 
able to hold the offices and the control. On 
looking over the long list of activities in 
which they are engaged in every commu- 
nity, it is noticeable there are few which 
ought not to be of just as much interest to 
men as to women, but they have been left to 
the latter quite properly because men are 
50 busy with other things. Under the pres- 
ent economic situation the women of the 
middie and upper classes have much more 
leisure than the men.. While men are en- 
gaged in the great commercial struggle, it is 
sultable that women should foster and pro- 
‘mote the educational, religious, ‘humane 
and esthetic side of life. It is not to the 
discredit of men that more and more they 
are relinquishing these duties to women, but 
where they are open to the severest crit- 
icism is in compelling women to do this im- 
portant work under conditions which con- 
stantly retard and cripple it. 

For instance, women are trying everywhere - 
to establish kindergartens, traveling libra- 
ries, and other educational agencies, while 
the school authorities are almost universally 
men, and the school tax is levied. and the 
funds controlled entirely by men. Women 
are endeavoring by might and main to clean 
and beautify the streets, alleys, and school 
yards, while all the officials regularly elected 
for this purpose are men, drawing salaries 
for work which they are not doing and con- 
trolling the funds raised for it by taxation. 
Not only are the women crippled by having 
no official power, but also by having no 
money except the little which they can se- 
cure by. voluntary contributions.at an ex- 
penditure of time and strength which must 


be taken dae the other work. Since the 
things which these women are trying to do 
are universally approved, why are they not 
given the dignity and influence of official po- 
sition and a share of the taxes which they 
have paid into.the public treasury? 

Again, there is scarcely any public work 
in which .women are engaged that does not 
bring them ultimately before the city coun- 
cll, the legislature, or a committee of con- 
gress. Men in general approve of this, they 
want the women to succeed, and-yet they 
compel them to go before these law making 
bodies as the most helpless class in the 
whole couhtry. They appear either in the 
abject position of beggars without the power 
to*enforce a single demand, or in the more 
pitiable condition of those who would gain 
& point by the questionable methods of 
smiles, tears, and cajolery. Since a portion 
of the world’s work has been delegated to 
women which depends on the favor of the 
lawmakers, why are not women given a 
seat among these legal arbiters and the same 
authority which is accorded to,men for com- 
pelling a recognition of their claims?

Good Voices of Women Sedative | 
The Congregationalist, in speaking of the 
recent educational convention in Boston, 
says of the few women who got a little foot- 
hold on the plaform: “It was noticeable 
that many of them spoke without notes, and 
nearly all had good voices.’’ This was true 
of the various representatives ofahe Federa- 
tion of Clubs who spoke in the: big amphi- 
theater at Chautauqua last week, and, in 
fact, it may be sald of the majority of women 
nowadays who appear on the rostrum, 

In 1852, at a woman's rights convention 
held in Syracuse, N. Y., the first one ever 
attended by Susan B. Anthony, she became 
so indignant at the weak, piping voices of 
the women that finally she rose up and said: 
‘**I move that hereafter the papers shall be 
given to some one to read who can be heard. 
it is an imposition on an audience to have to 
sit tquietiy through a long speech of which 
they cannot hear a word. We do not stand 
up here to be seen but to be heard.’”’ Where- 
upon one of the leaders of the cause informed 
her that “ladies did not come there to 
screech: they came to behave like ladies and 
to speak like ladigs."" Miss Anthony stuck 
to her point, and at last the Rev. Samuel J. 
May preserved the péace by urging the 
speakers to hold up their heads and address 
the people on the back row of seats. 

The public has long since enacted that the 
woman who takes the platform must make 
herself heard or the audience will walk out. 
Now it is begining to demand that she shall 
leave her manuscript at home and give an 
oration. And yet, it Is much less than fifty 
years when a woman who stood up in public 
and read a paper, even in a small, ladylike 
voice, brought down upon. herself the bitter 
criticism of men and the ostracism of her 
sister women. * 


Girls Win tn Parochial Schools. 


At an’‘examiration of the pupils in the 
thirty-seven parochial schools in the arch- 
diocese of Boston a girl received the first of 
seven scholarships awarded for the best pa- 
pers in Christian doctrine, language, history, 
geography, and mathematics. It seems that 
the same thing is Iikely to happen in the 
parochial! schoo!s which is of so frequent,oc- 
currence in the public schools and colleges. 
Something will have to be done about it.

The poor little mendi- | 
cants who daily manage to elude the vigilance 
of the philanthropic workers and school au-. 
thorities, and the cherished but not -always | 
happy little people who are daily dragged 
through and about the shopping district by 
their fond feminine relatives, are the only children ever seen 
in the downtown streets by the ordinary and ordinarily ob- 
servant resident of Chicago. | 
But the “ downtown children " ‘are by no means restricted 
to these two classes. In certain regions and distriets these 
poor little defrauded children actually abound. The “ little 
. mothers” of downtown Chicago, in “particular, may be 
discovered in great number and variety by those who know 
where—and when—to seek them out. 
High above the streets they live—most of them—these poor 
little children, the tenderly loved but unfortunate offspring 
of janitors, scrubwomen, and other unskilled workers who 
spend their few nonworking hours and moments im some nar- 
row domain close up under the roof of the big’ building about 
which the children are never seen whiie the dayiight lasts, 
or in some dark, rearward portion of the poorer, old fash- 
foned, less commodious places of trade and officekeeping. 
All day long they are kept out of sight and silent; even 
the mild, unchildish fits of repressed merriment and glad- 
ness that sometimes overtake them must be hushed and 
stilled for fear of their unwelcome presence in the world 
of trade and business being discovered. They are put to 
sleep, as much as may be, during the daytime. But when 
half past 5 o’clock comes round the hour of their freedom 
approaches. Half past 5, and they are alert arid eager, rest 
less as are other children when the minute hand of the 
schoolroom clock points the way to swiftly coming release

Poor little mothers! sedate and elderly even in their time 
of rest and recreation,-they sit upon the steps of the older 
buildings and about the wide entries of the newer ones 1n 
pathetic, unchildlike stillness and quietude, holding, always, 
the inevitable, dearly loved baby in their arms. 

Sometimes, too, the tired but adoring “little mother” be- 
longs to the sex not usually connected with such tender, mu- 
ternal affection. Frequently the “Httle mother” is of little 
More than babyhood’s years. _| | 

But the gentle, kindly consolation power of nature ¢ 
Strongly apparent in regard toethese “little mothers” o 
the downtown streets, as in all other ways and places. Not 
& “ittle mother” among them dreams of asking or be- 
Btowing self-pity; all are glad in the quiet hour, the fresh air, 
and do not seem to mind the proxy motherhood.

There Is No Bamboo Tree. | 

So persistently of late has the refrain of “ Under the Bam- 
boo Tree” been dinned into the American ear that the lurking 
impression many had that the bamboo was a trée had become 
a ‘settled belief. Hence it is well to know that, though their 
stems are sometimes as large as tree trunks, the bamboos 


are essentially gfasses. They have the power of producing | 


seeds, but as they flower ofily at intervals of many years their 
reproduction is brought about by the development of under- 
ground stems in addition to their root system. | 

In selecting a suitable location for a bamboo grove the 
base of 4 range of hills of a broad valley wheré some mountain 
stream has brought dowfi and deposited a mass of alluvium 
is a favorite site. Such a situation has the double advantage 
of a suitable soil and shelter from strong winds. This tatter 
point is an important one in the Introduction of the plant to 
this country, as the young shoot grows with almost incredible 
rapidity, and if its growing tip is thrashed about amotig the 
branches of the older ones ifijury results and the growth 
stops.
